THIRTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


UPON  THE 


ASYLUMS  FOR  THE  INSANE  AND  IDIOTIC. 


The  returns  furnished  annually  in  compliance  with  Statutory  requirements  by  the 
Superintendents  of  the  Provincial  Asylums  not  only  afford  much  information  regard- 
ing the  operations  of  the  Institutions  during  the  past  year,  but  the  tabulated  records 
which  form  a part  of  this  report  show  the  rapid  expansion  of  this  branch  of  the  public 
service  and  form  an  important  basis  for  estimating  its  future  requirements. 

The  large  and  annually  increasing  number  of  the  insane  in  residence  to  be  provided 
for,  and  the  many  interests  involved,  render  all  relative  questions  of  importance  both 
from  a social  and  Provincial  point  of  view.  From  humane  considerations  alone  the 
measures  adopted  for  the  protection  and  treatment  of  the  patients  in  charge,  with  a 
view  to  their  recovery  require  that  the  best  judgment  shall  be  brougfht  to  bear  in  ad- 
justing all  the  means  employed  to  that  end.  When  the  suffering  of  patients  and 
the  distress  of  relatives  and  friends  is  borne  in  mind,  the  question  of  adopting  the  best 
means  for  their  relief  and  restoration  does  not  require  to  be  dilated  upon.  In  this 
regard  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  in  the  records  made  of  the  Institution  work  during 
^ast  years  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  the  fact  that,  as  the  necessities  arose, 
the  reauirements  to  meet  the  situation  have  been  promptly  and  generously  made  with 
due  regard  to  the  adoption  of  modern  methods  which  have  been  proved  to  be  efficient 
for  the  service. 

Recent  Improvements. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  enumerate  in  detail  all  the  minor  improvements  which  have 
been  recently  effected  and  have  proved  of  such  service  in  the  internal  and  domestic 
character  of  the  work  in  the  different  institutions  under  report.  When  reference,  how- 
ever, is  made  to  the  enlargement  and  expansion  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
Asylums  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  refer  to  the  increased  benefit  and  general  advan- 
tage which  have  resulted  from  the  construction  of  infirmaries  for  the  treatment  of  pa- 
tients afflicted  with  physical  ailments.  These  have  been  planned  and  erected  with  special 
care  and  with  a view  of  affording  the  best  means  for  the  treatment  of  patients,  and  the 
result  has  been  most  satisfactory,  not  only  in  the  treatment  of  patients,  but  their  re- 
moval to  isolated  buildings  has  proved  of  equal  advantage  to  them  and  to  the  institutions 
generally  in  systematically  carrying  on  the  routine  work  by  the  institution  staffs.  The 
policy  of  the  Government  in  considering  the  wants  of  the  service  in  this  respect  has 
met  with  unstinted  approval  where  infirmaries  have  been  added. 

A further  evidence  of  the  progressive  policy  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  ^he 
service  had  been  the  building  of  a well  appointed,  and  what  will  prove  to  be  a com- 
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fortable  nurses’  home  at  the  Kingston  Asylum.  This  no  doubt  will^establish  a fixed 
precedent  for  the  construction  at  each  Institution  of  a building  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  arduous  nature  of  whose  duties  require  that 
every  consideration  should  be  given  to  afYord  them  the  needed  rest  during  the  hours 
in  which  they  are  not  on  duty. 

The  advantages  which  will  follow  the  adoption  of  this  system  will  be  far-reaching, 
and  cannot  be  too  highly  valued  as  a means  for  maintaining  disciplinary  form  in  the  in- 
stitutions and  securing  for  the  nurses  and  attendants  such  relief  from  constant  associa- 
tion with  the  insane  as  will  insure  their  better  equipment,  physically  and  mentally,  for  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  Government  is  also  to  be  commended  for  its  policy  in  taking  steps  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  separate  care  and  treatment  of  Epileptics  by  building  a new  institution 
at  the  city  of  Woodstock  for  that  class.  This  course  is  in  keeping  with  the  general 
trend  of  opinion  among  specialists  in  mental  science  everywhere.  It  also  shows  that 
this  I’rovince  is  to  be  placed  fully  abreast  of  the  most  advanced  scientific  opinion  In 
providing  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  Epileptics. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  300  of  this  afflicted  class  at  present  confined  in 
Ihe  various  asylums,  but  this  does  not  by  any  means  include  all  the  Epileptics  in  the 
Province.  There  are  many  others  in  the  various  homes  throughout  the  country,  which 
art  a heavy  burden  upon  distressed  families  charged  with  their  care. 

Epilepsy  as  a rule  begins  in  early  youth,  and,  as  the  years  go  by,  the  seizures  multiply 
and  intensify  and  are  accompanied  by  a gradual  process  of  mental  impairment.  Epileptic 
mania  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  forms  of  insanity,  and  '.many  acts  of  violence,  as  well 
as  crime,  have  been  committed,  especially  during  the  stage  of  furor  which  precedes  the 
paroxysm.  The  Epileptic  when  associated  with  the  ordinary  insane  in  an  asylum  is  a 
standing  menace  to  the  saf  ty^'and  comforts  of  other  patients  ; and  does  much  to  dis- 
turb their  peace  and  tranquility  of  mind.  Many  a patient  goes  to  the  asylum  and  for 
the  first  time  witnesses  an  epileptic  seizure,  a sight  which  is  certainly  a most  injurious 
one,  and  the  impression  made  is  bad  and  difficult  to  eradicate.  Its  effect  is  to  excite 
fear  and  horror,  which,  above  all  things,  should  be  avoided,  as  it  may  defeat  at  the  very 
outset  all  hope  of  recovery. 

Special  provision  is  being  made  for  them  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
buildings,  so  as  to  minimize  as  far  as  possible  the  danger  from  accidents.  The  sudden- 
ness of  the  seizure  results  in  all  sorts  'of  injuries  to  the  unfortunate  victim;  the  scarred 
fac<?s  end  maimed  I'mbs  too  often  testify  of  this. 

Then  the  regimen  of  the  Epileptic  needs  to  be  different  from'’ that  of  the  ordinary  in- 
sane person — certain  kinds  of  food  are  well  known  to  intensify  the  condition  and  in- 
crease the  number  of  seizures,  and  it  is  difficult  to  regulate  this  when  they  are  mixed 
promiscuously  with  the  general  insane. 

It  is  important  also  to  provide  suitable  employment  and  recreation  which  will 
min'mize  as  far  as  possible  the  risk  of  accidents,  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  sufficient 
mental  and  physical  exercise  with  abundance  of  fresh  air  and  sunshine. 

Another  advantage  of  coMnizing  the  Epileptics  will  be  to  make  room  in  the  various 
asylums  which  they  now  -occupy  for  the  ever-increasing  demand  for  accommodation  of  the 
general  insane.  In  this  way  the  action  of  the  Government  provides  for  a double  neces- 
sity, first  in  segregating  the  Epileptics,  and  secondly  in  relieving  the  present  over-crowd- 
ed condi'ion  of  the  asylums  in  the  Province. 

Numerous  minor  incidents  have  transpired  during  ihe  year,  which,  with  the  ordinary 
asylum  routine  work,  have  required  the  direction  of  the  department,  but  these,  while 
unforeseen,  have  not  interfered  with  the  general  progress  of  the  institutions. 
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Admissions. 

The  admissions  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1903,  have  been  889.  At  the 
end  of  ihe  previous  year  they  numbered  1,016.  or  127  more.  The  admissions,  however, 
have  been  largely  governed  by  the  available  accommodation.  No  doubt  there  would 
have  been  a larger  number  had  there  been  ample  room  for  thenn  The  following  table 
will  show  the  number  of  admissions  by  each  method  since  1871,  also  the  population  for 
each  year  :

An  annual  subject  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  foregoing  table  is  the  difference 
in  the  numbers  admitted  under  the  certificate  and  warrant  systems.  In  the  report  for 
TQOT  the  relative  proportions  were  60  oer  cent,  by  certificates  to  40  per  cent,  by  war- 
rants. For  th"*  two  succeeding  years  this  difference  has  become  greater,  and  now  stands 
at  72  per  cent,  by  certificate  to  28  per  cent,  by  warrant.  There  are  significant  deduc- 
tions to  be  drawn  from  these  figures.  One  is  the  growing  aversion  to  the  commit- 
ment of  pati  nts  to  the  goals,  pending  their  removal  to  the  asylums,  and  another  is  that 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  country  obviates  the  necessity  of  relatives  and  friends  of 
th  insane  resorting  to  the  commitment  to  goals  to  save  the  expense  in  getting  the 
patients  into  the  asylums.  And  hence  it  may  be  rightly  inferred  that  the  proportion 
of  the  admissions  by  warrant  fairly  represents  the  number  of  those  who  are  not  able 
to  afford  the  expense  of  transferring  their  friends  to  the  asylums. 
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Total  Number  of  Lunatics  and  Idiots. 

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  inmates  in  the  in- 
sane asylums  at  the  end  of  1902  was  5,372,  and  at  the  end  of  1903,  5,458.  To  arrive  at 
the  total  number  of  those  known  to  the  department,  it  is  necessary  to  add  the  number 
in  the  different  gaols,  Hhose  represented  by  applications,  and  those  in  the  Private 
xA.sylum,  at  Guelph,  as  well  as  those  in  the  Penitentiary. 

In  September,  1902.  the  total  number  of  insane  officially  known  to  the  department 
was  5,394,  of  idiots  659,  a total  of  6,053.  In  September,  1903,  the  insane  numbered 
5,546,  idiots  690,  total  6,236,  an  increase  of  152  lunatics,  and  31  idiots,  or  a total  increase 
for  the  year  of  183. 

In  connection  with  the  total  asylum  population,  it  is  desirable  to  show  the  relation 
of  applications  and  vacancies  to  the  accommodation  for  the  year^  which  has  been,  as 
noted,  in  the  following  table:

It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  number  of  applications  for  the  year  was  83,  and 
the  number  of  vacancies  28.  The  total  number  of  patients  on  probation  who  were  returned 
to  the  asylums  was  70,  or  about  6 per  month-  Adding  the  6 to  the  83  applications,  the 
totcil  demand  was  an  average  of  89  every  month,  with  only  28  vacancies,  thus  showing 
that  there  were  61  applications  monthly  that  could  not  be  immediately  provided  for. 


Discharges,  Recoveries,  Deaths,  Etc. 

A matter  of  especial  interest  in  the  work  of  the  asylums  is  the  number  of  the  insane 
who  are  discharged  and  the  proportion  of  them  that  are  recovered,  also  the  number  of 
deaths  and  the  proportion  compared  with  the  total  population.  This  is  shown  v<  ry 
fully  in  the  following  table  :

Maintenance  and  Per  Capita  Cost  of  Asylums. 

The  increase  in  the  insane  and  idiotic  population  of  our  several  institutions  has 
naturally  been  followed  by  an  increase  in  the  total  cost. 

The  entire  expenditure  for  Maintenance  of  all  the  Asylums  since 


Confederation  to  December  31st,  1900,  was $12,951,457.46 

For  the  calendar  year,  1901,  it  amounted  to 639,329.86 

For  the  calendar  year,  1902,  it  amounted  to 665,026.60 

For  the  calendar  year,  1903,  it  amounted  to  7i5j9i8.55 


Making  the  total  Maintenance  outlay $14,971,732.47 

A statement  of  the  total  cost,  however,  would  be  insufficient  without  also  stating 

the  coirparative  per  capita  cost  :

Making  an  annual  average  for  36  years  of $129.12 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  an  increase  of  $11.15  per  capita  for  1903  as  compared 
with  IC02.  This  was  occasioned  by  the  increase  in  the  price  of  coal  and  the  quantities 
necessarily  purchased.  In  1902  there  was  very  little  anthracite  coal  used  except  what  had 
been  in  stock  and  carried  over  from  1901.  When  early  in  1903  it  was  again  possible  to 
get  anthracite  coal,  it  was  necessary  to  re-stock  the  coal  vaults  with  the  supply  which 
could  not  be  had  during  1902  and  also  with  the  amount  required  for  the  year  1903.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  submit  a short  table  showing  the  cost  of  coal  per  capita 
s'nce  1893,  which  is  done  in  the  succeeding  statement  :

Had  the  ordinary  requirements  for  fuel  for  1902  been  secured,  as  in  former  years, 
it  is  estimated  that  the  per  capita  cost  would  have  been  about  $15  or  $16,  that  being 
the  average  for  a number  of  the  previous  years.  Instead,  however,  it  was  below  the 
avc:age,  sim^-ly  because  no  more  so'ft  coal  than  was  necessary  was  purchased,  no  stock 
b ing-  carried  over  to  1903.  The  differHice  between  $25.86  and  $15.42  is  $10.44  per  capita, 
which,  based  on  the  average  number  of  5,445  patients,  amounts  to  $56,845.80,  or  a sum 
more  than  equal  to  the  actual  increase  in  the  total  cost  of  asylum  maintenance  as  between 
l.;02  and  1903. 

The  general  rise  in  the  price  of  groceries,  particularly  meats,  is  another  factor  in  the 
iiK  rease  per  capita.  The  contract  price  for  meat  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  $5.69 
per  100  pounds.  In  1902  it  was  $6.72.  an  increase  of  $1.03  per  100  pounds,  or  18  per  cent. 
While  the  price  per  pound  of  meat  has  increased,  it  may  also  be  stated  that  the  cost 
per  capita  has  decreased,  showing  that  less  meat  was  used  per  patient.  The  decrease 
amounts  to  41  cents  per  annum,  the  average  for  1903  being  $14.98.  as  against  an  average 
for  the  ten  previous  years  of  $15.39. 

Present  and  Future  Condition. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  institution  proceedings  and  work  for  the  past  year, 
and  necessarily  having  reference  to  the  relative  proportions  with  those  preceding,  some 
prarr  inert  and  grave  features  press  themselves  into  view. 

Apart  from  all  humane  considerations  in  regard  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
insane,  the  fact  that  so  large  a number  are  rendered  unfit  for,  and  unable  to  assume 
the  r^spon  ifi'ities  and  duties  of  citizenship,  and  bfcome  a burden  on  the  community, 
is  in  itself  a most  discouraging  reflection,  but  when  this  thought  is  coupled  with  the 
knc  V- ledge  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  immediate  relief,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  the 
valuable  time  employed  and  means  expended  must  continue  indefinitely  and  that  cumula- 
tive demands  will  result  from  year  to  "^ear  for  the  maintenance  of  the  increasing  num- 
bers of  this  afflicted  class,  the  prospect  is  not  a hopeful  one. 

Causes  of  Insanity. 

Scientific  research  and  investigation,  especially  of  late  years,  has  done  much  to  de- 
termine the  cause  or  causes  of  insanity,  and  much  benefit  has  resulted  to  the  afflicted  in 
the  amelioration  of  their  condition,  but  this  appears  to  be  the  limit  of  the  vantage  ground 
attained,  for,  notwithstanding  the  warnings  of  the  profession  generally  and  the  special 
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instnct'cns  of  alienists  in  respect  to  the  causes  which  so  directly  develop  and  produce 
insanity,  there  is  no  evidence  that  civilized  communities  are  influenced  to  make  strenuous 
efforts  against  its  increase.  For  whatever  difference  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  its 
greater  pro  rata  increase,  compared  with  that  of  the  population,  the  evidence  of  its 
growth  is  to  be  found  in  the  constant  demand  for  more  accommodation  and  increased 
facilities  for  the  work  of  caring  for  the  insane  and  the  situation  in  this  Province,  as  the 
reccrds  show,  are  not  materially  different  from  that  of  other  countries; 

Many  divergent  views  are  no  doubt  entertained  in  respect  to  the  predisposing  and 
exciting  causes  which  tend  to  produce  insanity,  but  the  underlying  primary  cause  must 
rest  in  the  deficient  physical  or  mental  outfit  or  in  a combination  of  both,  which  to  a 
g.  eate:  or  less  degree  is  the  result  of  hereditary  transmission. 

One  of  the  popular  opinions  of  the  present  day  appears  to  be  that  the  vast  increase 
of  insanity  is  due  to  overtaxed  energies,  in  consequence  of  the  intense  competition  prevail- 
ing in  almost  every  profession,  business  ot  employment.  There  may  be  individual  cases 
to  be  credited  to  unmeasured  efforts  for  the  attainment  of  objects  Which  in  themselves 
are  legitimate,  but  the  asylum  statistics  do  not  show  that  any  considerable  proportion 
of  their  population  is  composed  of  patients  of  this  class.  The  large  mass  of  those 
registered  is  composed  of  those  who  are  not  possessed  of  that  intellectual  calibre  which 
would  award  them  any  prominent  place  or  position  in  society,  but  it  is  evident  are 
drawn  from  a degenerate  class  whose  mentality  is  of  a low  order,  having  no  will  power 
to  resist  or  overcome  the  evils  which  beset  them  and  which  lead  them  to  abandon  the 
observance  of  such  moral  and  physical  laws,  as  would  protect  them  against  the  inroads 
of  mental  derangement. 

If,  then,  the  abandonment  of  such  moral  and  natural  laws  as  should  govern  and  re- 
strain is  the  ground  work  of  degeneration  and  moral  depravity  which  leads  to  excess,  both 
physically  and  mentally,  it  is  beyond  question  the  main  reason  for  the  prevalence  oi 
this  great  scourge,  and  it  is  clear  that  if  the  evil  is  to  be  thoroughly  combatted  it  must 
be  by  the  observance  of  a higher  ethical  code,  than  that  which  has  prevailed, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  philanthropic  agencies  to  pronounce  emphatically  against  the  im- 
moral and  distructive  influences  which  have  been  the  cause  and  are  continuing  to  be 
source  of  so  much  distress  and  evil  to  society  at  large.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM 
FOR  INSANE,  TORONTO,  ONTARIO,  ENDING 
SEPTEMBER  30TH,  i903. 

To  Robert  Christie,  Esq. , 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Ontario  : 

Sir, — According  to  the  requirements  of  the  Statute,  I herewith  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  you  the  sixty-third  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  this  Institution,  ending  on  the 
30th  day  of  September,  being  the  termination  of  the  official  year. 

The  usual  tables  are  to  be  found  in  the  appendix,  which  include  the  information  asked 
for  in  respect  to  our  insane  population. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  156  patients  were  admitted  for  care  and  treatment  during 
he  official  year.  Of  that  number,  fifty  seven  were  discharged  recovered.  This  makes  a 
percentage  of  36  5 on  our  admissions.  It  need  scarcely  be  added  that  had  all  these  been  acute 
and  recent  cases,  the  proportion  of  recoveries  would  easily  have  reached  at  least  80  per  cent. 
The  seniles,  the  chronics  and  the  imbeciles  form  a large  proportion  of  the  incurable  classes 
who  are  forced  upon  us.  It  looks  as  if  our  Institution  was  a home  for  Incurabhs  rather  than 
a hospital  for  treatment  and  cure,  as  it  ought  to  be  in  truth. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  very  few  of  these  discharged  cured  come  back  to  us  in  a 
relapsed  condition. 

Twenty-seven  were  sent  away  improved.  There  is,  no  doubt,  that  a considerable 
number  of  these  recover  after  reaching  their  respective  homes,  but  as  we  lose  sight  of  many 
such  we  are  not  able  to  classify  them  among  our  recoveries  simply  because  of  want  of 
information. 

There  were  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three  under  treatment  during  the  year,  and  there 
were  among  them  forty-three  deaths  or  a percentage  of  4’9.  This  is  not  a high  mortality  and 
nearly  the  same  as  that  of  1902. 

Improvements. 

Our  workmen  finished  the  bowling  alley  and  we  find  it  much  enjoyed  by  our  patients, 
many  of  whom  are  experts  at  the  game.  In  the  winter  time,  it  will  be  used  more  than  in 
summer,  as  we  have  bowls  on  the  green  for  good  weather  in  the  summer  season. 

We  have  rebuilt  the  east  wing  of  our  Conservatory  in  a substantial  manner  of  stone  and 
brick  for  a foundation. 

Our  corridors  in  the  main  building  were  not  sufficiently  heated  in  cold  weather.  We 
have  now  put  in  a number  of  radiators  which  will  add  much  to  the  patients’  comfort. 

The  dining  rooms  were  also  heated  satisfactorily  by  means  of  coils  in  them.  Formerly, 
in  cold  weather,  they  were  not  comfortable  during  meals. 

The  airing  yard  connected  with  cottage  A has  been  enlarged  and  a number  of  shade 
trees  are  now  included  in  it.  This  is  a comfortable  arrangement  in  hot  weather,  not  to  speak 
of  the  opportunity  to  receive  more  fresh  air  through  enlargement. 

The  addition  to  our  bakery  has  not  only  improved  it  very  much  but  it  has  enabled  us  to 
add  to  the  matron’s  store  room  and  has  also  given  us  a large  room  for  coal  near  our  laundry 
boiler  which  was  formerly  a flour  store.  This  means  that  nearly  all  of  our  coal  is  now  under 
cover. 

Wants. 

A number  of  wants  recorded  last  year  are  as  yet  in  that  class  of  wants.  What  was 
said  last  year  in  this  respect  is  repeated. 

The  verandahs  of  cottages  A and  C need  reconstructing  as  they  are  in  a rotten  and 
dilapidated  condition. 
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The  verandah  at  the  residence  is  rotten  throughout  and  needs  to  be  re-built. 

As  was  written  last  year,  it  would  contribute  very  much  to  the  etbcacy  of  our  Sunday 
services  w'ere  two  organs  provided,  viz.  : one  for  the  Protestant  service  and  one  for  the 
Catholic  service.  Secondhand  instruments  could  be  bought  at  a low  price  and  in  good 
condition.  The  one  we  have  in  use  is  not  a pipe  ins*^rument,  and  is  well  worn,  having  done 
service  for  many  years. 

A thousand  feet  of  hose  for  our  own  fire  reels  is  needed.  What  we  have  is  almost  useless 
from  old  age.  Heavy  pressure  of  water  bursts  them  so  they  could  not  be  trustel  in  case  of  tire. 

Now  that  three  of  the  other  asylums  of  the  Province  are  provided  with  or  about  to  be 
equipped  with  hospitals  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  sick,  it  is  possible  that  a plea  for  the 
erection  of  one  in  connection  with  this  Institution  may  be  successful.  We  utilize  for  this 
purpose  four  rooms  erected  by  ourselves  several  years  ago,  but  of  necessity  they  are  defective 
in  many  ways.  Surely  the  parent  Institution  of  the  Province  should  not  be  overlooked. 

Our  gas  light  has  been  so  very  bad  for  years  past  that  a change  into  electricity  would  be 
a great  improvement.  Not  only  so,  but  it  is  safer  as  when  isolated  there  is  no  danger  from  fire, 
nor  can  patients  ignite  their  clothing,  nor  inhale  it  as  has  been  the  case  here  on  more  than  one 
occasion  with  gas. 

It  does  not  seem  likely  that  our  three  cottages  will  be  enlarged  to  enable  us  to  increase 
our  population.  It  would  be  an  improvement  to  add  two  wings  to  one  cottage.  The  cost 
would  not  be  much  as  it  has  now  a kitchen,  heating  appliances  and  sitting  rooms.  The  four 
rooms  now"  used  as  infirmaries  could  be  made  into  dormitories,  and  in  this  way  at  least  forty 
more  patients  could  be  added  to  our  population. 

Wages. 

One  of  our  difficulties  in  this  large  city  is  to  procure  suitable  nurses  and  attendants  at 
the  wages  given.  To  expect  this  class  of  workers  to  do  most  laborious  and  often  disagreeable 
work  during  long  hours  at  less  amount  than  housemaids  and  cooks  receive  in  private  families 
is  rvhat  can  only  be  realized  after  a great  deal  of  trouble. 

To  expect  men  to  engage  with  us  for  less  than  a common  laborer  earns  involves  a great 
deal  of  trouble  and  especially  to  get  a suitable  person.  The  wonder  is  that  we  have  been  able 
to  do  fairly  well  in  our  selections.  A large  number,  however,  only  come  to  us  temporarily 
until  something  better  presents  itself.  In  the  year  1903  we  had  39  changes  and  in  the  year 
1902  we  had  44  changes.  That  means  that  we  had  to  hire  that  number  of  new  and  untrained 
persons  to  do  our  work  in  each  year.  That  has  been  our  experience  for  a number  of  years 
past.  We  endeavored  for  three  years  to  carry  to  a successful  issue  a training  school,  but  the 
changes  were  so  many  that  it  was  found  for  the  time  being  to  be  impracticable.  Were  our 
people  to  receive  the  w'ages  that  even  those  receive  in  the  Central  Prison  and  the  Mercer 
Reformatory,  the  encouragement  would  be  sufficient  to  induce  a large  number  to  take  a course 
of  study  looking  forward  to  receive  diplomas  of  graduation  as  nurses.  Why  should  those 
guarding  criminals  receive  more  wages  than  those  who  do  charitable  work  ? 

Entertainments. 

We  have  again  to  thank  our  many  city  friends  for  their  consideration  and  kindness  in 
furnishing  us  excellent  entertainments.  Many  of  these  were  of  a very  high  order,  and  a 
number  of  performers  were  professionals.  The  military  bands  contributed  their  fair  share  as 
did  also  the  Salvation  Army  band. 

The  evenings  which  were  spent  in  these  ways  were  very  enjoyable,  and  did  much  to 
enliven  time  which,  of  necessity,  would  be  spent  in  the  wards,  and  which  must  be  more  or 
less  monotonous.

Garden. 


The  few  acres  of  land  we  cultivate  outside  our  wall  bring  us  good  returns.  Wtre  we 
obliged  to  go  to  the  market  to  buy  what  we  raise  it  would  mean,  at  least  three  thousand  dollars 
of  extra  expenditure  and  would  require  to  be  added  to  what  is  now  needed  for  maintenance. 
Not  only  so,  but  we  could  not  have  our  vegetables  so  fresh  if  purchased  in  the  market  as  when 
we  raise  our  own. 

The  mangel-wurzel  and  the  western  corn  which  we  cultivate  on  a few  acres  do  much  to 
increase  our  milk  supply.  We  envy  other  asylums  which  have  hundreds  of  acres  to  cultivate 
and  which  produce  so  much  that  we  must  buy.  This  is  especially  true  in  respect  to  fruits  of 
all  kinds.  Corn,  hay,  potatoes,  oats,  turnips,  mangel  wurzels,  and  pasturage  produced  on  these 
asylum  farms  not  to  state  that  the  labor  in  the  open  air  are  excellent  adjuncts  to  other  m.ethods 
looking  towards  the  recovery  of  the  insane.  Even  the  chronic  insane  patients  are  more  con- 
tented when  employed  and  eat  and  sleep  better  because  ot  the  healthy  exercise  in  the  sunshine. 

Before  the  Mimico  asylum  was  established  we  cultivated  for  several  years  the  Government 
land  in  that  neighborhood.  About  twenty  working  patients  and  two  attendants  were  sent  to 
the  farmhouse  and  they  cultivated  the  farm.  Good  crops  and  such  kinds  as  we  consumed  were 
raised  and  our  cows  were  on  pasture  in  the  summer  time.  It  paid  us  to  adopt  this  plan  and  out 
of  it  developed  the  asylum  by  the  exchange  of  this  land  for  fields  nearer  the  lake.  It  was  then 
a branch  of  Toronto  asylum  and  we  found  it  of  great  benefit  especially  in  the  farm  and  garden 
products. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  rent  a large  farm  with  extensive  buildings  not  far  from  our  city 
and  such  as  is  to  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  our  electric  roads,  especially  in  the  north.  Say 
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that  thirty  workmen  patients  were  domiciled  on  it  with  two  farmer  attendants.  It  would  be 
an  excellent  addition  to  this  Institution  in  the  way  which  has  been  indicated. 

Pathology. 

In  a number  of  my  reports  of  previous  years  it  has  been  strongly  recommended  that  our 
post  mortem  material  should  be  utilized  by  expert  pathologists.  A number  of  years  ago  we 
endeavored  in  an  amateurish  way  to  prepare  specimens  of  diseased  brain  and  the  spinal  cord. 
Considering  our  opportunities  and  appliances  we  did  fairly  well. 

Medical  officers  of  asylums  are  very  busy  now.  No  one  but  those  who  have  had  the 
experience  knows  what  it  means  to  have  the  oversight  medically  and  socially  of  so  many 
hundreds  of  patients.  The  daily  oversight  of  the  insane  is  a heavy  task  in  itself  however 
smoothly  the  machinery  may  run.  When  there  is  added  to  this  supervision  the  clinical  work 
and  making  out  of  statistics,  daily  records  and  correspondence  with  the  relatives  and  friends 
not  to  speak  of  the  dispensing  and  administration  of  medicines  mean  little  time  at  the  disposal 
of  the  pathologist,  however  well  qualified  we  may  be. 

The  pathologists  of  our  colleges  could  and  would  willingly  do  such  work.  They  are 
experts.  They  have  all  the  appliances  ; chemical,  microscopic  and  photographic  to  enable  them 
to  do  excellent  work  along  these  lines.  Not  only  so  but  the  medical  students  would  have  the 
benefit  of  these  researches  along  the  lines  of  medical  psychology  in  their  lectures.  Mere 
didactic  information  is  of  secondary  importance  in  comparison  to  the  clinical  teaching.  Ail 
sources  of  information  are  not  to  be  despised  but  “ seeing  is  believing.”  The  object  lesson  in 
medicine  is  of  viral  importance  and  it  will  remain  in  the  memory  when  much  else  fades  away 
during  the  laborious  work  of  the  medical  profession.  These  pathologists  should  give  to  the 
Institutions  which  furnish  them  material,  reports  of  what  they  find  in  cerebro-spinal  investi- 
gation. Accompanying  these  each  annual  report  of  Superintendents  should  contain  the  histories 
of  the  individuals  thus  utilized  and  in  this  way  the  physical  degeneration  and  the  mental 
obliquity  could  be  put  side  by  side.  Little  good  is  accomplished  if  these  are  not  thus  investigated 
together.  The  study  of  the  diseased  organ  and  the  mental  output  of  it  mean  a glimpse  into 
the  deranged  machinery  and  is  at  the  threshold  of  such  knowledge  as  leads  to  intelligent 
therapy  m the  administration  of  which  vve  may  look  for  increased  efficacy  in  the  treatment  of 
the  insane. 

London,  Kingston  and  Toronto  are  equipped  already  for  this  work  and  the  asylums  out- 
side of  these  cities  could  send  such  material  as  would  be  interesting  and  serviceable. 

The  expense  would  not  be  great  by  this  method  and  the  work  would  doubtless  bear  good 
fruits  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane. 

At  the  inception  of  this  plan,  the  remuneration  to  the  pathologist  need  not  be  exorbitant. 
As  the  benefits  arising  from  this  scheme  would  present  themselves  from  time  to  time, 
additional  outlay  wmuld  be  seen  to  be  money  w^ell  expended. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary  and  yourself  because  of  the 
interest  you  have  taken  in  our  people.  We  have  all  felt  that  anything,  in  reason,  which 
would  be  conducive  to  the  well-being  of  our  insane,  had  the  hearty  support  of  both  of  you. 

Our  medical  staff  as  well  as  the  other  officers  have  done  conscientious  work  and  have 
supported  me  heartily  in  a most  arduous  work,  which  needs  constant  supervision  throughout 
every  day  and  night  of  the  year.  The  nurses  and  attendants,  with  very  few  exceptions,  have 
given  faithful  service.  This  is  creditable  when  it  is  considered  that  no  less  than  one  hundred 
and  six  are  employed  in  one  kind  of  wmrk  or  another  and  who,  of  necessity,  come  almost  daily 
into  communication  with  one  another.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM 
FOR  THE  INSANE,  LONDON,  ONTARIO,  ENDING  SEPTEMBER,  1903. 

To  R.  Christie,  Esq., 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Toronto,  Ontario  : 

Sir,  — I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  herewith  the  thirty-second  annual  report  of  this 
Asylum. 

There  were  in  residence  at  this  Asylum  on  October  1st,  1902,  1,013  patients,  of  whom  486 
were  males  and  527  females.  In  the  course  of  the  twelve  months  that  have  since  elapsed  there 
have  been  admitted  into  the  Asylum  178  patients,  of  whom  94  were  males  and  84  females, 
making  the  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  year  1,191,  or  580  males  and 
611 '^females.  Of  these’’ patients  95  have  been  discharged — 45  males  and  50  females  ; 66  have 
died — 29  males  and  36  females  ; 4 have  eloped — all  men  ; 31  have  been  transferred  to  another 
asylum,  of  whom  15  were  men  and  16  women  ; leaving  in  residence  at  present  995  patients — 487 
are  men  and  508  women.  Of  the  95  discharged  as  recovered — 45  were  males  and  50  females  ; 
10  were  discharged  improved — 6 males  and  4 females  ; 4 were  discharged  unimproved — 2 males 
and  2 females,  and  all  of  the  four  were  discharged  at  the  request  of  their  friends. 

The  number  of  patients  discharged  recovered  and  improved  was  therefore  95  or  nearly  59 
per  cent,  of  the  admissions.  The  recovery  rate  of  the  Asylum  from  its  opening  down  to  date 
including  patients  discharged  as  improved  has  been  40  per  cent,  of  admissions. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  1,191,  and  the  number 
of  deaths  66,  so  that  the  death  rate  for  the  year  was  5.54  per  cent.  We  had  one  death  during  the 
year  from  other  than  natural  causes,  viz  : Suicide.  This  was  investigated  by  Coroner  MacLaren 
and  an  inquest  declared  by  him  to  be  unnecessary  since  it  was  unvoidable.  The  average  death 
rate  from  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  down  to  the  present  time  has  been  3.38  per  cent. 

The  total  number  admitted  into  this  Asylum  since  it  was  opened  20th  November,  1870,  is 
5,030,  of  whom  2,669  were  males  and  2,361  females.  Of  these  have  been  discharged  2,008 — 1,027 
males  and  981  females.  There  have  died  1,484,  of  whom  838  were  males  and  646  females. 
There  have  been  written  off  eloped  106 — 95  males  and  11  females.  There  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  other  Asylums  437,  of  whom  222  were  males  and  215  females.  Retaining  in  residence 
30th  September,  1903,  995  patients,  of  whom  487  were  males  and  508  females. 

The  Infirmary. 

We  have  again  to  report  that  this  building  is  not  yet  quite  ready  for  occupation,  although 
now  the  time  is  narrowing  down  to  a few  days.  In  fact  before  this  goes  to  press  we  shall 
probably  have  moved  in.  We  are  glad  to  say  now  it  is  finished,  that  it  will  be  a very  nice  airy 
and  comfortable  building  for  the  sick  and  convalescent.  Every  facility  too  has  been  provided 
for  doing  good  surgical  work,  and  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  if  perfect  aseptic  work 
is  not  done  it  will  not  be  the  fault  of  the  operation  room.  We  expect  that  in  the  occupation 
of  the  infirmary  we  shall  very  much  increase  our  capacity.  It  will  hold  at  least  sixty  patients 
who  will  be  drawn  from  the  wards  of  the  other  buildings,  thus  making  room  in  our  old  infirm- 
ary for  thirty  or  forty  more  and  will  enable  us  to  admit  at  once  all  the  suitable  cases  for  Asylum 
treatment  within  our  district. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Since  writing  the  last  report  we  have  had  one  season  of  lectures  to  the  Nurses,  and  I am 
glad  we  can  say  that  according  to  promise  we  started  with  a class  of  fifty-five  and  that  during 
the  winter  the  staff  gave  to  these  pupils  no  less  than  fifty  lectures  on  anatomy,  physiology, 
medicine  and  surgery,  materia  medica,  and  on  mental  diseases  and  the  care  of  the  insane. 
Besides  this  Miss  Cadenhead,  our  head  nurse,  gave  lectures  or  instructions  twice  a week  to  the 
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class,  and  each  week  in  turn  two  nurses  went  to  the  infirmary  to  get  practical  lessons  in  the 
care  of  the  sick,  dressing  of  wounds,  etc.  lam  glad  to  say  that  there  can  be  but  one  opinion  as 
to  the  efficiency  of  this  course,  for  while  some  of  the  pupils  discontinued  their  attendance  for 
one  cause  or  another  the  majority  kept  faithfully  at  work  and  undertook  the  examination  which 
was  held  in  the  spring.  It  is  very  gratifying  also  to  be  able  to  state  that  many  of  the  nurses 
displayed  unusual  zeal  and  passed  most  creditable  examinations.  Although  this  work  entails 
a great  deal  of  extra  work  and  discomfort  on  the  members  of  the  stafi",  still  I am  happy  to  say 
that  each  one  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  school  with  the  best  of  grace  and  delivered  a set  of 
lectures  which  were  a credit  to  them.  For  all  this  I am  very  grateful,  and  I must  not  forget 
to  thus  publicly  thank  Drs.  MacCallum  and  Stevenson,  of  the  City,  for  five  exi-ra  lectures 
delivered  by  them  when  it  was  very  uncomfortable  for  them  to  come  out  to  the  Asylum.  Dur- 
ing the  ensuing  winter  we  hope  to  have  as  large  a class  as  last  season.  It  will,  on  account  of 
being  divided  into  first  and  second  year  classes,  entail  more  trouble  to  the  staff,  yet  they  loyally 
agree  to  continue  the  work  as  last  year,  for  all  agree  as  to  the  greater  efliciency  of  the  nurses 
who  attend  the  lectures  ; indeed,  so  much  are  we  impressed  with  the  benefit  of  this  course  that 
we  are  almost  of  the  opinion  that  the  attendance  upon  lectures  should  be  made  compulsory. 

Work  Done. 

During  the  past  year  an  unusual  amount  ot  work  has  been  engaged  in  and  much  of  it 
completed,  and  we  hope  before  the  winter  sets  in  to  have  an  amount  of  useful  work  done  of 
which  we  may  well  be  proud.  This  has  been  almost  entirely  done  by  patients,  assisted,  of 
course,  by  the  heads  of  each  department.  Our  kitchen  has  been  somewhat  reorganized  and 
improved.  The  stone  floor  was  all  taken  up  and  relaid  in  cement,  making  a very  great  improve- 
ment. As  during  the  summer  the  kitchen  is  very  hot,  the  Engineer  installed  therein  five  good 
revolving  fans,  which,  with  the  Sturtevant  fan  already  in  use,  makes  it  a very  comfortable 
kitchen  to  work  in.  Fearing  that  the  well  might  possibly  become  contaminated  from  its  prox- 
imity to  the  sewer  pit,  I had  a well  dug  to  the  depth  of  28  feet  between  the  well  and  the  pit, 
but  found  with  much  pleasure  that  the  intervening  soil  is  for  the  whole  depth  a hard,  solid  clay, 
thus  precluding  any  possibility  of  soakage,  We  built  a beautiful  Bowling  Green,  which  has 
been  a great  source  of  pleasure  to  many  of  us.  We  next  need  a Curling  Rink  which  can  be  so 
constructed  that  it  should  be  a good  skating  rink  and  also  a rink  to  curl  on.  We  trust  that 
when  asked  for,  the  Government  will  not  object  to  the  small  grant  for  material  which  will  be 
required,  since  we  can  build  it  with  our  own  labor.  About  250  rods  of  wide,  open  ditch  were 
dug  on  the  Trebilcock  farm,  which  increased  its  value  very  materially  and  improved  the  pastur' 
age.  We  moved  the  woodshed  which  stood  at  the  entrance  of  the  sewage  garden  to  a place 
near  the  barns,  and  by  adding  a new  shed  60  feet  in  length  to  it,  in  the  form  of  a right  angle’ 
we  now  have  120  feet  of  good  shed  room — quite  sufficient  to  hold  all  the  wood  and  vehicles  we 
need.  This  was  a long  needed  want  now  supplied.  We  dug  a sewer  along  the  east  half  of  the 
Main  Building  411  feet  long  and  5 to  7 feet  deep,  and  placed  therein  an  eight-inch  sewer  pipe 
to  receive  the  drainage  of  the  down  pipes  and  baths  and  main  drain  under  the  building.  Our 
Gardener  moved  a great  number — every  alternate  one — of  the  trees  along  the  principal  avenues 
about  the  grounds,  and  pruned  the  rest  up  high,  so  that  their  beauty  was  very  much  enhanced. 
This  was  very  much  needed,  since  the  trees  had  grown  so  large  that  they  were  altogether  too 
thick.  We  moved  the  ice-house  to  a point  beside  the  reservoir,  so  as  to  be  convenient  to  fill 
from  it,  where  we  expect  next  winter  to  have  a plentiful  supply  of  perfectly  pure  ice.  We  re- 
built the  dam  at  the  old  swimming  pond,  so  as  to  give  the  patients,  during  the  hot  weather,  a 
chance  for  a swim,  which  they  seem  to  enjoy.  We  built  two  brick  closets  at  the  men’s  airing 
court,  one  for  outside  patients,  instead  of  the  abominable  big  frame  old-fashioned  privy,  which 
we  shall  remove,  and  one  for  the  patients  inside.  These  closets  are  the  modern  frosb-proo 
closet,  and  will  be  connected  with  our  water  and  sewage  system.  This  was  another  long  and 
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much  needed  want.  We  intend  to  fix  the  women’s  side  in  a similar  way.  As  several  of  the 
industries  of  the  Institution  were  carried  on  in  dormitory  rooms  off  the  wards — a most  undesir- 
able state  of  things — we  asked  permission  to  alter  the  long  one  story  carpenter  shop  and  part  of  the 
old  laundry  building  by  raising  the  ro  »f  to  the  height  of  another  story.  This  was  granted,  and  the 
work  is  nearly  done,  and  we  have  a space  of  150  feet  in  length  by  over  30  feet  in  width,  which 
will  give  us  ample  room  for  our  tailor  shop,  tin  shop,  women’s  sewing  room,  carpet  weaver’s 
room,  mattress  room,  and  also  the  shoe  shop.  This  change  will  very  much  increase  our 
accommodation  on  the  wards  and  make  them  much  more  comfortable  and  pleasant  to  live  in.  . 
It  will  also  enable  us  to  refit  the  old  tailor  shop  into  a reception  and  reading  room  for  the 
attendants,  which  will  be  another  long  felt  want  supplied. 

The  chief  work  of  the  year,  however,  has  been  an  immense  one  for  us,  but  on  account  of 
its  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  we  have  kept  at  it  persistently  during  the 
whole  season.  I refer  to  the  construction  of  our  Reservoir.  We  have  employed  constantly 
about  from  40  to  50  men  at  the  work,  and  we  hope  to  finish  it  for  the  reception  of  the  water 
before  the  cold  weather  sets  in.  When  finished,  I think  we  can  say  without  undue  boasting 
that  we  have  one  of  the  best  reservoirs  in  the  Province.  It  is  312  feet  long  by  97  feet 
wide  and  about  9 feet  deep.  The  dam  is  a massive  stone  and  concrete  structure,  amply  strong 
to  withstand  any  emergency.  The  sides  are  cobbled  with  stone,  and  the  bottom  extending  up 
the  sides  to  the  stone  is  granolithic  and  about  eight  inches  in  thickness.  The  margin  is  to  have 
a coping  twenty-four  inches  wide  and  a foot  thick.  The  whole  is  surrounded  by  surface  ditclies. 
When  completely  finished,  with  trees  planted  around  it,  we  feel  that  it  will  be  a desirable 
source  of  water  supply.  It  will  be  supplied  by  a series  of  springs  along  the  north  side,  which 
give  promise  of  being  ample,  since  50,000  gallons  have  been  drawn  from  it  daily  without  any 
signs  of  diminution. 

On  September  9th  we  held  onr  Annual  Games,  which  were  largely  attended  by  many  of  the 
best  citizens  of  London.  Everything  went  off  pleasantly,  and  the  patients  were  much  pleased 
with  the  very  handsome  and  useful  prizes  given  by  the  prominent  business  men  of  the  city. 
We  feel  very  grateful  to  them  for  thus  furnishing  at  least  one  exciting  and  pleasant  day  to  our 
unfortunate  people. 

The  Laundry. 

Since  the  last  report  the  new  laundry  has  been  finished,  and  furnishes  us  with  a fine 
machine  room  and  two  large  ironing  rooms,  where  the  women  can  work  with  perfect  comfort 
compared  with  the  old  quarters.  We  have  not  yet  got  any  new  machinery  installed,  but  as 
some  has  been  ordered,  we  expect  soon  to  be  in  a better  position  to  do  the  vastly  increased 
work  in  this  department. 

A good  deal  of  other  work  has  been  done  during  the  season,  all  of  which  cannot  be  men- 
tioned, but  among  other  things  several  of  the  w^ards  have  been  painted,  and  in  some  of  them 
we  used  burlap,  which  is  a great  improvement  both  in  appearance  and  in  service.  A new 
sewage  tank  was  put  in  the  Bursar’s  house.  A large  brick  tunnel  or  subway  is  being  con- 
structed back  of  the  building  in  which  to  convey  gas,  steam  and  other  pipes  to  the  Infirmary 
and  other  buildings  on  the  way.  We  fitted  the  Dairy  with  a steam  pipe  with  hose  attachment 
for  sterilzing  the  milk  cans  and  pails.  We  are  also  making  a large  sterilizer  in  which  to  sterilize 
beds  and  bedding,  clothes,  etc.,  of  tuberculous,  erysipelatous  and  other  infectious  patients. 
This  is  a much  and  long  needed  want,  and  as  our  Engineer  is  making  it,  the  expense  will  be  slight. 

Work  to  be  Done. 

There  is  a good  deal  of  work  to  be  done  about  the  Infirmary  grounds,  in  grading  and  lay- 
ing them  out,  this  must  be  done  if  possible  this  autumn. 

We  need  some  means  of  more  properly  heating  our  green  houses.  If  we  could  have  a 
general  electric  plant  this  would  be  solved,  until  then  we  must  do  the  best  we  can. 

We  urgently  need  an  airing  court  for  the  women’s  side.  This  was  written  up  in  our  last 
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report  and  for  the  whole  365  days  since  we  have  needed  it  every  day.  It  is  simply  too  bad 
that  three  hundred  women  in  the  main  building  have  not  a foot  of  balcony  where  any  of  them 
can  get  out  in  the  fresh  air  for  a time  each  day.  For  some  years  balconies  have  been  spoken 
of  as  necessary  at  the  end  of  B.  and  D.  halls,  and  indeed  grants,  I believe,  were  made  for  them 
more  than  once  and  yet  they  are  not  in  evidence.  These  are  badly  needed  to  allow  some  of 
the  patients  who  cannot  go  out  for  a walk  to  get  an  airing  and  thus  relieve  the  crowded  halls. 
A very  large  proportion  of  the  deaths  we  have  are  from  tuberculosis,  largely  owing  to  the  close 
confinement  of  so  many  on  the  ward.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for  this  class  of  patients. 
This  I also  urged  last  year. 

I hope  that  in  the  near  future,  too,  a “Nurses  Home”  may  be  established  here,  for  I am 
sure  it  would  not  only  be  more  humane  but  would  be  a good  investment,  as  we  should  get  bet- 
ter service  from  our  nurses.  This  was  a request  of  last  year. 

Amusements. 

As  usual  during  the  season  we  had  our  semi-weekly  dances.  We  had  also  a number  of 
concerts,  theatrical  performances,  lectures,  etc.  These  we  shall  continue  during  the  coming 
winter.  They  are  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  We  must  not  forget  to  thus  publicly  thank 
the  many  kind  clergymen  who  have  been  good  enough  to  come  out  to  us  to  attend  to  the 
spiritual  comforts  of  the  patients.  A congregation  of  three  or  four  hundred  each  Sunday 
morning  attends  and  fully  appreciates  the  useful  lessons  taught.  The  patients  are  very  grate- 
ful for  these  privileges. 

We  were  honored  by  a visit  of  the  Canada  Medical  Association  on  August  26th,  and  they 
were  entertained  to  a very  successful  banquet  at  which  over  three  hundred  guests  sat  down. 
The  whole  affair  was  very  successful  and  was  much  enjoyed.  The  hall  was  beautifully  decorated 
and  our  orchestra  excelled  themselves  in  the  music  furnished. 

The  Farm  and  Garden. 

This  season,  like  the  last,  was  an  exceptionally  good  one  for  all  farm  and  garden  crops 
here.  We  doubt  if  better  crops  are  to  be  found  anywhere.  We  had  a bountiful  supply  of 
flowers  and  fruit.  The  appended  tables  speak  for  themselves  as  to  the  yield  in  each  department. 

Officers  and  Employees. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  staff  since  last  report  and  I am  happy  to  say  there  has 
been  no  friction,  each  officer  has  been  thoroughly  loyal  to  the  interests  of  the  institution  and 
has  done  his  duty  in  a praiseworthy  manner.  For  this  I am  very  thankful.  A new  official  has 
been  appointed,  viz  , a general  Steward,  Mr.  Rennie,  who  will  I am  sure  make  a useful  officer. 

I have  to  admit  that  there  has  been  at  times  some  little  dissatisfaction  among  some  of  the 
employees  with  reference  to  their  salaries,  which  to  them  did  not  seem  commensurate  with 
what  they  thought  could  be  made  outside.  The  general  prosperity  prevailing  throughout  the 
country,  the  consequent  abundance  of  employment  and  the  generous  wages  paid,  therefore 
fully  accounted  for  this. 

I feel  that  I cannot  close  this  report  without  again  urging  the  Government  to  take  some 
steps  to  establish  a Pathological  Laboratory  in  connection  with  the  Asylums  of  the  Province. 
A mine  of  valuable  material  is  going  to  waste,  which,  to  be  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas, 
should  be  made  use  of  with  a view  to  clearing  up  the  many  dark  places  in  connection  with  our 
specialty.  Neighbouring  States  are  spending  large  sums  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  patho- 
logical research,  and  Ontario  is  looked  to  to  d > its  share,  for  it  is  only  in  this  way  that  means 
are  likely  to  be  found  to  benefit  the  increasing  numbers  of  insane.

Admissions,  Discharges,  Deaths,  etc. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  nine  admissions  no  less  than  twenty  passed  through  the  gaols. 
In  very  few  cases,  indeed,  was  this  necessary  or  advisable,  certainly  the  eight  women  admitted 
by  Warrant  might  easily  have  been  cared  for  at  home  until  admission  could  have  been  granted 
by  ordinary  process.  On  the  whole,  the  admissions  were  of  a more  favorable  class  than  is 
usually  the  case,  and  this  will  account  for  the  large  percentage  of  recoveries,  43  per  cent. 
Such  a record  is  very  gratifying  and  encouraging  to  those  in  charge  of  a hospital,  and  we  wish 
that  such  a satisfactory  showing  could  be  made  every  year. 

The  total  number  of  discharges  amounted  to  almost  60  per  cent,  of  the  admissions. 

Nearly  one-third  of  the  deaths  reported  were  caused  by  tuberculosis.  One  suicide  oc- 
curred, the  details  of  which  were  fully  submitted  to  you  at  the  time.  The  circumstances  in 
connection  with  it  were  such  that  the  Coroner  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  hold  an  inquest,  as 
there  was  no  evidence  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

Pathology. 

An  impression  seems  to  have  gone  abroad  among  some  of  the  Toronto  physicians,  that  no 
pathological  work  is  being  done  in  the  institutions,  and  that  post-mortems  are  rarely  held.  As 
far  as  Rockwood  Hospital  is  concerned  this  is  an  error.  During  the  year  no  less  than  eighteen 
post-mortems  of  a most  complete  character  were  made  by  Dr.  W,  T.  Connell,  Pathologist,  of 
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Queen’s  University,  and  the  results  carefully  recorded.  Of  course,  if  it  is  desired  that  a cen- 
tral pathological  laboratory  be  established,  it  would  be  well  to  profit  by  the  rather  unhappy  ex- 
perience of  New  York  State,  or  perhaps,  wait  for  a year  or  two  longer,  to  learn  if  their  newer 
Methods  of  investigation  are  to  be  productive  of  the  most  satisfactory  results.  It  is  plainly  the 
duty  of  each  Province  to  contribute  something  to  the  advancement  of  pathological  science,  but 
just  how  the  Government  is  to  accomplish  this,  in  the  best  way  possible,  is  still  an  open  ques- 
tion ; a question,  too,  requiring  most  careful  consideration  by  those  in  charge  of  Hospi'als  for 
the  Insane,  as  well  as  by  students  of  neurology  in  private  life. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  medical  profession  at  large  are  at  last  waking  up  to  the 
importance  of  some  of  the  problems  in  psychiatry,  but  they  must  not  take  it  for  granted  that 
those  who  are  dealing  practically  with  them,  have  been  either  blind  of  negligent  in  the  matter. 

Cottages  and  Tents  for  Tuberculous  Patients. 

Last  year  we  adopted  the  plan  of  placing  male  patients  sufifering  from  tuberculosis  in  tents, 
and  were  gratified  at  the  excellent  results  shown.  This  season  two  cottages  for  men  and 
women  were  erected,  in  addition  to  the  tents,  and  the  results  have  been  so  encouraging  that  a 
further  extension  is  recommended.  The  cottages  are  simple  structures,  so  arranged  that  those 
occupying  them  receive  all  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  trom  the  “ camping  out”  plan,  indeed, 
the  wooden  structures  are  on  the  whole  to  be  preferred  to  canvas  tents.  These  cottages  were 
placed  in  the  beautiful  grove  to  the  west  of  Beechgrove  Hospital — meals  are  eaten  beneath 
awnings,  and  the  patients  are,  during  fine  weather,  constantly  in  the  fresh  air.  They  will 
be  allowed  to  remain  there  just  as  long  as  possible,  in  fact  do  not  express  the  slightest  desire 
to  return  to  the  comforts  of  the  main  building. 

The  benefits  resulting  from  this  isolation  of  tuberculous  paitents  manifest  themselves  in 
several  ways.  The  patients  almost  invariably  improve  physically,  and  being  no  longer  centres 
of  infection  in  the  general  wards,  it  will  be  possible  to  do  something  to  stay  the  ravages  of 
phthisis  among  the  inmates.  A brief  glance  at  the  death  records  will  show  that  such  pre- 
cautions are  not  unnecessary. 

Next  year  if  a small  appropriation  is  granted,  we  shall  build  a somewhat  larger  cottage  in 
one  of  the  groves  near  the  lakeside,  for  feeble  and  convalescing  patients.  Such  an  inexpen- 
sive building  will  prove  a great  boon  to  patients,  and  relieve  the  general  wards. 

Nurses’  Home. 

The  Nurses’  Home  is  as  yet  unfinished,  but  is  rapidly  approaching  completion.  In  honor 
of  Miss  Florence  Nightingale  it  has  been  called  Leahurst,  the  name  appearing  singularly  ap- 
propriate in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  devoted  woman  was  a pioneer  in  the  development  of  the 
Trained  Nurse,  and  the  Rockwood  Training  School  for  Asylum  nurses,  was  one  of  the  first 
established  in  America.  As  years  pass,  we  learn  how  much  the  Training  School  has  done  to 
place  “the  institution  on  a higher  level,  and  develop  the  best  interests  of  patients  committed 
to  our  care.  I can  scarcely  conceive  that  any  Superintendent  who  has  had  much  experience 
can  be  satisfied  to  carry  on  his  work  with  an  untrained  staff.  The  constant  regret  of  my 
associates  is  that  we  are  unable  to  develop  the  Training  School  to  such  a degree  that  it  would 
include  the  male  attendants.  I trust  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  may  be  done. 

There  seems  to  be  some  misapprehension  regarding  the  instruction  given  in  the  Training 
School,  hence  an  outline  of  the  two  years’  course  and  its  requirements  is  appended. 

In  the  Training  School,  the  course  of  instruction  covers  a period  of  two  years, — applicants 
being  received  on  two  months  probation  after  having  passed  a preliminary  examination  in 
English.  They  must  be  under  35  years  of  age,  in  good  health,  and  present  satisfactory 
references. 
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The  course  briefly  outlined  includes  the  following  : 

Nursing  in  Mental  Diseases — 

Twelve  lectures  by  myself  as  follows  : — 1.  Insanity  a disease.  2.  Insanity  and  idiocy. 

3.  Hallucinations,  illusions  and  delusions,  what  they  are  and  what  relation  they  bear  to  mental 
diseases.  4.  Classification  of  mental  diseases.  5.  Melancholia  from  a nurse’s  standpoint. 
6.  Mania  from  a nurse’s  standpoint.  7.  Dementia  from  a nurse’s  standpoint.  8.  General 
Paresis  from  a nurse’s  standpoint.  9.  Paranoia  from  a nurse’s  standpoint.  10.  Epilepsy  from 
a nurse’s  standpoint.  11.  Puerperal  insanities  from  a nurse’s  standpoint.  12.  Other  forms  of 
mental  disease. 

General  nursing,  including  sixty  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  the  head  nurse,  covering 
the  following  subjects  : — 1.  Practical  nursing  in  all  its  branches.  2.  Bandaging.  3.  Charting. 

4.  Urinalysis.  5.  Massage.  6.  Preparation  of  extra  diet.  7.  Preparation  of  surgical  dress- 
ings. 8.  Materia  Medica.  9.  Hygiene. 

General  Medicine, — twenty  lectures,  covering  : — 1.  Causation,  symptoms,  tieatment,  in- 
cluding dietetics  and  nursing,  of  principal  diseases  met  with  in  practice.  2.  Surgery,  includ- 
ing inflammation,  wounds,  burns,  sprains,  dislocations,  fractures  and  emergencies  with  symp- 
toms and  treatment.  3.  Obstetrics,  general  management  of  labor  and  after  nursing,  including 
diseases  of  children.  4.  Toxicology,  symptoms  and  treatment  in  all  cases  of  poisoning. 

5.  Hydrotherapy,  its  application,  uses  and  abuses. 

Anatomy  and  Physiology, — thirty  lectures  : — 1.  General  Principles.  2,  Orsanic  and  In- 
organic substances.  Protoplasm  and  structure  of  tissues.  3.  Bones  and  muscles.  4.  Circu- 
lation and  Respiration.  5.  Digestion  with  relation  to  the  various  classes  of  food.  6.  Excre- 
tion and  Elimination  of  waste  products.  7.  Brain  and  Nervous  System,  structure  and  func- 
tion. 8.  Special  senses.  9.  Ovulation  and  Reproduction, 

At  the  end  of  1st  and  2nd  years  all  are  required  to  pass  an  t xamination  respectively  in 
Junior  and  Senior  subjects,  a percentage  of  50  being  required  in  each  subject.  The  practical 
examinations  are  conducted  by  Physicians  residing  in  the  city. 

Successful  candidates  are  presented  with  a diploma  and  medal. 

Farm  operations  were  on  the  whole  successful,  and  the  crops  satisfactory.  Our  Silos  have 
become  almost  useless,  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  by  more  substantial  and  modern  structures, 
preferably  of  cement. 

The  Importation  of  Defectives. 

Up  to  the  present,  Canada  has  developed  slowly  and  healthily,  and  we  have  for  many 
years  escaped  the  dangers  incident  to  accessions  of  multitudes  of  immigrants  from  the  older 
countries.  It  is  true  that  in  the  early  days  of  settlement  in  Ontario,  some  of  the  importations 
were  of  the  very  worst  classes  in  Europe,  and  subsequent  history  has  proved  that  the  cost  to 
the  Province  has  been  an  enormous  burden,  even  if  we  take  the  insanity  question  alone  into 
consideration.  That  is  only  a veiy  small  part  of  it  though,  as  I endeavoured  to  show  in  a 
paper  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Officers  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health,  held  in 
Peterborough  during  this  month.  Now  that  immigrants  are  pouring  in  on  us  from  the  most 
degenerate  peoples  in  Central  and  Southern  Europe,  it  will  be  well  to  recognize  the  force  of 
the  old  adage  “ an  ounce  of  prevention  is  better  than  a pound  of  cure.” 

It  is  a well  established  custom  in  our  Province  to  institute  comparisons  between  our 
southern  neighbors  and  ourselves,  and  it  is  the  rule  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have 
managed  most  things  just  a little  better  than  they  have.  This  is  particularly  the  case  in  regard 
to  criminals  and  defectives,  and  so  great  is  the  satisfaction  expressed  that  several  important 
facts  have  been  lost  sight  of.  It  is  foitunate  for  us  that  we  have  not  had  to  face  the  problems 
thrust  upon  them  by  the  enormous  current  of  alien  degenerates  let  loose  upon  them,  but  it  is 
only  too  apparent  that  our  time  is  coming,  and  at  present  we  are  practically  without  means  to 
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cope  with  the  danger.  It  is  a question  for  statesmen  to  argue  as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  or 
not  to  open  our  country  to  all  sorts  of  subsidized  immigrants,  but  certain  it  is  that  when  the 
tide  of  immigration  turns  this  way,  as  it  is  now  doing  from  Europe,  we  shall  know  more  about 
the  old  world  degenerate  than  we  do  at  present.  Even  now  it  is  extremely  interesting  to  study 
the  specimens  collected  in  our  institutions,  and  one  marvels  that  such  persons  were  permitted 
to  enter  the  country.  In  the  anxiety  to  add  to  the  population  the  doors  have  been  practically 
wide  open,  and  when  a degenerate  has  once  obtained  a foothold  here,  a very  brief  residence 
makes  him  secure,  until  he  commits  a crime  or  develops  insanity,  in  either  case  the  result 
being  that  he  becomes  a burden  upon  the  State  which  owes  him  nothing.  We  should  take 
warning  by  the  experience,  which  has  resulted  in  such  a serious  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
United  States,  a condition  referred  to  by  Dr.  Allison,  of  the  Mattewan  Asylum  for  Insane 
Criminals  in  New  York  State,  in  an  address  read  at  the  Medico  Psychological  Association  in 
Washington  last  June.  I shall  quote  briefly  from  his  paper,  as  the  quotation  contains  sugges- 
tions that  should  at  once  be  adopted  by  Canada,  if  she  is  to  escape  to  even  a slight  extent. 

Speaking  of  the  care  of  insane  criminals,  he  says  : “ Criminals  are  a great  burden  upon  the 
community  everywhere,  many  of  them  are  of  alien  birth  and  many  others  are  of  foreign  extrac- 
tion. Congress  has  recently  enacted  measures  amending  the  restriction  of  immioration  of  the 
defective  classes,  which  interposes  a bar  to  lunacy  and  crime  coming  to  us  from  foreign  lands. 
America  has  long  been  a refuge  for  persons  of  this  class.  Some  of  them  come  of  their  own 
volition  ; others  are  assisted  by  members  of  their  own  family,  by  prison  associations,  by 
benevolent  and  other  societies,  and  at  times  by  municipalities.  Some  of  these  immigrants  are 
habitual  criminals  ; others,  who  are  poorly  equipped  mentally,  soon  become  criminals.  Num- 
bers of  such  cases  have  come  directly  under  our  own  notice.  Discrimination  is  required  to  sift 
from  prisons  all  such  inmates,  particularly  degenerate  examples  of  European  origin.  An  im- 
portant feature  of  the  new  law  is  the  extension  to  three  years  of  the  period  of  probation, 
during  which  insane  or  criminal  aliens,  who  have  landed  in  contravention  of  our  laws,  may  be 
returned  to  their  native  countries.  This  feature  of  the  Act  affords  opportunity  for  investigation 
into  the  mental  condition,  and  the  antecedents,  not  only  of  inmates  of  prisons,  but  of  all  insti- 
tutions for  the  defective,  dependent,  and  criminal  classes.  Provision  is  made  by  which  the 
Government  may  from  time  to  time  obtain  information  from  the  officers  of  penal  reformatory, 
or  other  institutions,  concerning  aliens  in  their  custody.  Agents  in  the  Government  service 
may  be  detailed  to  secure  facts  from  such  institutions  through  which  the  enforcement  of  this 
law  may  be  facilitated , . . . ” 

Just  as  Dr.  Allison  says,  it  is  a notorious  fact  that  defectives  of  all  classes  are  shipped  to 
America  as  an  easy  solution  of  a serious  difficulty,  and  if  I could  show  you  many  of  the 
degenerates  I have  met  who  came  here  under  the  name  of  desirable  immigrants,  you  would 
marvel  that  they  could  have  passed  the  most  perfunctory  inspection,  so  obvious  were  the  ear 
marks  of  degeneracy. 

Those  of  the  insane  type  do  not  constitute  the  greatest  menace,  as  it  is  the  instinctive 
criminals  are  most  to  be  feared,  lut  only  for  themselves  but  for  what  they  are  likely  to  hand 
down  as  a legacy  in  the  way  of  degenerate  descendants.  If  we  consider  the  matter  alone  from 
the  dollars  and  cents  standpoint,  the  cost  to  the  State  even  for  a small  colony  of  degenerates 
will  in  the  end  be  appalling.  ...lam  aware  that  the  dollars  and  cents  question  is  not  the  only 
important  one,  but  it  is  the  one  that  appeals  to  the  average  tax  payer,  and  when  we  think  how 
great  already  is  the  expenditure  in  connection  with  Provincial  and  Federal  institutions,  it  is 
very  evident  that  every  available  means  should  be  adopted  to  lessen  rather  than  add  to  the 
load  we  should  carry.  As  an  illustration  of  Uie  folly  of  holding  the  door  wide  open  to  foreign 
defectives,  I can  point  to  one  imported  criminal,  who  was  deliberately  shipped  to  Canada.  His 
advent  brought  misery  and  tragedy,  and  cost  the  country  it  is  said  more  than  fifty  thousand 
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dollars.  Under  a rigid  system  of  inspection  this  criminal  could  not  have  reached  here,  as  his 
record  in  other  countries  was  well  known.  However,  we  are  not  lacking  even  in  Canada  in 
historical  proof  of  my  contention,  that  we  cannot  be  too  careful  in  framing  laws  to  enable  us 
to  get  rid  of  defective  and  criminal  immigrants  before  they  have  had  time  to  do  much  harm. 

In  the  early  days  of  settlement  in  Ontario  what  was  called  the  scum  of  certain  districts  in 
the  older  countries  obtained  a foothold  here,  and  it  is  notoriously  true  that  the  cost  of  these 
degenerates  to  Canada  has  been  incalculable.  From  certain  facts  that  came  into  my  possession, 

I suspected  that  a reading  backward  of  some  of  these  family  histories  would  prove  very  instruc- 
tive, and  the  supposition  was  quite  correct.  My  own  observations  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
researches  of  others. 

Of  course  it  will  be  urged  that  if  we  are  to  have  immigration  on  a great  scale,  we  mus^ 
naturally  expect  to  get  a certain  proportion  of  degenerates.  This  is  correct  as  far  as  it  goes, 
*but  does  not  represent  the  whole  truth.  It  must  always  be  the  case  that  the  failures  in  life 
will  make  a large  showing  in  emigration  returns,  and  while  as  a rule  the  sturdy  agriculturalists 
of  the  British  Isles  furnish  a most  desirable  element  to  add  to  our  population,  the  same  cannot 
be  said  of  the  mental  and  physical  weaklings  reaching  us  from  the  slums  and  poorer  quarters 
of  overcrowded  cities.  These  are  not  the  greatest  menace  though.  We  have  most  to  fear 
from  the  importations  from  Central  and  Southern  Europe.  The  types  of  degenerates  I have 
seen  from  these  quarters  far  outrank  anything  of  the  kind  I have  met  elsewhere,  and  furnish  a 
unique  study  in  themselves.  The  social  conditions  developing  these  degenerates  are  well 
understood,  and  it  is  a debateable  question  as  to  whether  we  are  not  making  a serious  mistake 
in  giving  encouragement  to  immigration  from  this  part  of  the  world.  The  northern  races  are 
far  better  equipped  mentally  and  phys  cally,  and  environment  has  been  much  more  fortunate 
for  them.  The  practical  point  though  is,  how  are  we  to  minimize  the  danger  and  make  the 
best  of  a situation  that  must  prove  serious  if  ways  and  means  are  not  found  to  meet  it  more 
than  half  way.  Already  one  Piovince  has  realized  what  it  means  to  support  the  insane  of  an 
alien  race.  Two  years  and  a half  ago,  when  investigating  the  affairs  of  the  Provincial  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  in  British  Columbia,  I found  one  large  ward  in  that  institution  devoted 
altogether  to  insane  Chinese,  and  no  doubt  a fair  proportion  was  to  be  found  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Apparently  there  was  no  relief  from  the  burden,  no  law  by  which  these  foreigners  could 
de  deported  to  their  own  country.  At  that  time  the  per  capita  cost  was  f255  per  annum,  so 
the  Provincial  expenditure  for  these  aliens  was  no  trivial  item. 

■Now  1 am  by  no  means  certain  that  we  can  find  a perfect  means  of  controlling  the  situation 
absolutely,  as  with  our  enormous  frontier  it  is  practically  impossible  to  keep  the  door  shut  even 
to  degenerates  and  criminals.  A far  more  rigid  system  of  inspection  than  that  in  use  at  present 
should  be  adopted, — that  would  exclude  the  palpably  insane  and  defective, — but  in  addition 
to  this  the  indigent  classes  of  immigrants  who  show  marked  evidence  of  mental  disease  or 
defect,  or  criminal  tendency,  should  be  returned  to  their  own  country  at  any  time  during  a 
residence  of  two  or  three  years.  This  is  not  an  unreasonable  proposition,  and  federal  and  pro- 
vincial authorities  should  unite  in  vigorous  action  to  control  the  situation  as  completely  as 
possible. 

The  public  has  long  ago  awakened  to  the  fact  that  it  pays  in  the  long  run  to  stamp  out  out- 
breaks of  small-pox,  even  at  a great  outlay.  No  one  objects  to  such  expenditure,  and  the  com- 
mon sense  of  the  thing  appeals  to  all,  and  yet  the  ravages  of  an  unchecked  outbreak  of  small- 
pox are  as  nothing  compared  with  the  misery  and  expense  dependent  on  the  presence  in  the 
community  of  a very  small  body  of  degenerates.  The  proportion  of  our  own  weaklings  is  large 
enough  at  present,  without  being  augmented  by  the  addition  of  old  world  specimens. 

To  illustrate  my  point,  in  a practical  way  : — Kingston  is  in  the  centre  of  a long  settled  dis- 
trict, unaffected  to  any  great  extent  by  immigration,  and  yet  within  the  last  ten  years  the  gov- 
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eminent  has  had  to  contribute  no  less  than  $72,875.83  for  the  maintenance  of  defective  immi- 
grants, who  would  not  have  been  permitted  to  obtain  a foothold  here  if  satisfactory  alien  laws 
had  been  in  force.  There  were  sixty-three  of  these  defectives,  seventeen  of  whom  still  remain 
with  us.  Their  maintenance  rate  was  only  calculated  at  $130  per  annum,  and  yet  the  total 
amount  is  rather  surprising.  If  that  is  already  the  case  in  one  small  institution  comparatively 
remote  from  the  direct  effects  of  immigration,  what  must  be  the  total  amount  for  the  whole 
Dominion.  . . What  is  it  likely  to  be  in  the  near  future  unless  we  adopt  stringent  protective 
legislation. 

A Small  Building  for  Criminals. 

During  the  last  year  our  worries  have  been  added  to  enormously  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
been  forced  to  care  for  so  many  criminals  in  the  ordinary  wards.  When  the  sentence  of  an 
insane  criminal,  serving  a term  in  the  Kingston  Penitentiary,  expires,  he  has,  of  late  years, 
been  invariably  transferred  to  the  wards  of  this  institution.  Such  an  arrangement  is  ordinarly 
unfair  to  all  concerned.  We  have  no  special  provision  for  the  care  of  people  of  the  criminal 
type.  It  is  a mistake  to  have  them  associated  with  those  of  different  class.  The  other  patients 
object  to  it,  and  their  vicious  propensities  make  them  a constant  menace.  Then  again  the 
dangerous  criminal  insane  require  specially  equipped  buildings  where  they  can  be  cared  for 
without  the  slightest  danger  of  their  regaining  their  liberty.  The  ward  doors  of  the  modern 
hospital  are  certainly  not  of  the  gaol  type,  nor  do  we  wish  to  make  them  so.  The  remedy  for 
the  existing  state  of  affairs  is  the  erection  of  a small  building  here  or  elsewhere  for  the  care  of 
the  truly  criminal  class.  People  outside  of  institutions  do  not  care  to  associate  with  instinctive 
criminals — there  is  no  reason  why  the  non* vicious  insane  should  be  forced  to  accept  a companion- 
ship that  would  be  repulsive  in  every  day  life.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  TBE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM 
FOR  THE  INSANE,  HAMILTON,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
SEPTEMBER  30TH,  1903. 

Medical  Superintendent’s  Office,  October  1st,  1903. 

To  Robert  Christie,  Esq., 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Ontario  : 

Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Asylum  for 
Insane,  at  Hamilton,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1903. 

The  annexed  statistical  tables  give  a detailed  report  of  the  movements  of  patients  during 
the  year,  so  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  in  a general  way  to  this  part  of  the  report  in  the 
textual  remarks  which  follow. 

We  began  the  official  year  with  1,017  names  on  the  register  and  at  the  close  the  number  is 
1,018,  showing  a modest  increase  of  one. 

Admissions  and  Discharges. 

The  number  of  admissions  this  year  is  135,  compared  with  146  last  year,  showing  a 
decrease  of  11. 

The  number  of  discharges  last  year,  including  one  that  eloped,  was  72,  tliis  year  the  num- 
ber is  74,  and  one  transferred,  but  no  elopements.  The  percentage  of  discharges  on  the  num- 
ber admitted  during  the  year  is  as  follows  : Recovered  41.48,  improved  8.80,  unimproved 
4.40,  total  discharges  54.81. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  is  59,  against  44  last  year,  showing  a death  rate  on 
whole  number  under  treatment  of  5.12,  against  3.74  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  discharges  during  the  year,  by  recovery,  transfer,  etc  , and  death,  is 
134,  against  135  admissions.  This  is  a very  gratifying  record  of  the  year’s  proceedings,  show- 
ing we  are  keeping  well  ahead  of  the  demand  for  accommodation  and  with  a population  at  the 
close  of  the  year  of  25  less  than  our  capacity.  Every  suitable  case  for  asylum  treatment  w«s 
promptly  admitted  during  the  year. 

There  is  a constant  disposition  to  get  peopie  into  the  asylum  who  have  no  right  to  be  there, 
and  this  is  largely  because  municipalities  do  not  make  sufficient  provision  for  them  elsewhere. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  the  further  erection  of  houses  of  Refuge  and  Homes  for  Incurables  will  pro- 
vide the  necessary  accommodation. 

Rate  of  Maintenance. 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  ending  September  30th  is  $119,402.64.  The 
average  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  year  is  1,031,  which  makes  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  $115.81.  or  a weekly  rate  of  $2.23.  The  yearly  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  last  year  was  $127.62,  thus  showing  a per  capita  reduction  this 
year  of  $8.47.  This  does  not  include  an  account  for  coal  amounting  to  $3,444.02,  which 
should  be  paid  out  of  this  year’s  expenditure.  A dispute  with  the  contractor  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  coal  furnished  has  led  to  delay  in  the  settlement.  This  account  will  be  included  in  next 
year’s  expenditure  and  will  swell  the  per  capita  cost  beyond  the  normal  rate. 

Farm. 

The  operations  on  the  farm  during  the  year  have  been  eminently  successful  and  a large 
yield  of  products  in  every  department  has  been  the  result. 

The  fall  wheat  yielded  38.34  bushels,  and  the  spring  wheat  20.12  bushels  per  acre  The 
wheat  was  threshed  and  marketed  with  all  possible  expedition  so  as  to  reduce  the  risk  of  loss 
by  storage  to  a minimum,  and  the  proceeds  amounted  to  $522.68.  The  saie  of  live  hogs 
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amounted  to  $2,363.83,  which  is  all  profit,  as  they  were  fed  entirely  with  the  swill  and  refuse 
from  the  different  buildings,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  wasted.  I append  below  a 
statement  of  products  and  values  :

Garden. 

The  yield  from  the  garden  in  many  products  was  good,  but  is  still  deficient  in  supplying 
our  demands.  With  the  large  amount  of  land  under  cultivation  there  should  be  a sufficient 
supply  of  fruit  and  vegetables  to  supply  our  wants  the  year  round.  This  is  especially  true  of 
early  vegetables  which  have  to  be  purchased,  whereas  we  should  have  all  the  facilities  for 
producing  them  on  the  premises.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  pruning  and  persistent  attention 
to  spraying  fruit  trees  and  small  fruit  bushes  will  do  much  to  increase  the  yield  as  well  as  the 
quality  of  the  fruit.  There  must  also  be  a constant  process  of  planting  and  replanting  to  get 
the  best  results.  The  fruit  bearing  period  is  a limited  one  and  unless  constant  care  is  observed 
in  rooting  out  old  trees  and  bushes  that  have  become  unproductive,  the  yield  will  be  corre- 
spondingly small. 

The  ornamental  grounds  never  looked  better  than  this  year.  The  copious  rains  kept  the 
lawns  green  the  whole  summer  through,  and  the  floral  display  of  bedded  plants  was  magnifi- 
cent. The  grounds  were  kept  in  perfect  order,  and  were  much  admired.  A table  of  products 
is  appended  to  this  report. 

Additions  and  Repairs. 

By  the  building  of  a single  wall  on  each  wing  at  Main  Building,  an  area  was  encloserl, 
which  adds  ten  dormitories  for  patients.  Each  dormitory  will  hold  four  beds  and  thus 
increase  the  accommodation  for  forty-two  more  patients.  This  is  a welcome  addition  and  at  a 
minimum  cost. 

We  removed  three  old  boilers  from  West  boiler  house  and  one  from  boiler  house  at  Barn. 
These  boilers  were  all  old  and,  with  the  exception  of  one,  were  condemned — this  one  was  put 
in  place  of  the  one  removed  at  Barn.  At  East  boiler  house,  four  old  boilers  were  removed  and 
replaced  by  two  low-pressure  boilers  of  100  horse  power  each. 

The  Gegenstrom  spray  bath  was  installed  on  Halls  C and  3 at  Main  Building,  which  makes 
the  bathing  system  at  this  building  now  very  complete  on  every  hall  except  the  upper  one. 

A fire  occurred  at  Superintendent’s  house  last  February  which  did  considerable  damage  to 
the  house  and  furnishings.  The  fire  was  caused  by  the  felt  covering  on  the  hot  water  heating 
pipes  coming  in  contact  with  the  flue  from  the  furnace.  The  covering  ignited,  and  the  pipes 
being  close  to  joists  of  floor,  the  whole  lower  part  of  the  house  was  soon  on  fire.  The 
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Asylum  fire  brigade  was  at  once  on  the  spot*  and  did  excellent  service  in  subduing  the  fire. 
A new  furnace  has  been  put  in  and  the  whole  heating  system  of  the  house  reorganized. 

A new  water  main  is  being  put  in,  connecting  the  pump  at  Main  Building  with  East 
House,  Orchard  House,  Barn  stable  and  Slaughter  House.  This  will  involve  an  enormous 
amount  of  digging,  which  is  to  be  done  by  asylum  labor. 

The  contract  is  let  lor  installing  three  additional  electric  arc  lamps  along  the  top  of  the 
mountain  between  the  asylum  gate  and  the  top  of  the  Incline  Railway.  This  will  be  a welcome 
provision  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  every  one  connected  with  the  asylum  in  going  to  and 
from  the  City  in  the  evening.  It  provides  us  with  fifteen  arc  lights  in  all  and  insures  the 
proper  lighting  of  the  grounds  and  the  roadway  to  the  City. 

3 

Water  Supply. 

, A local  supply  of  water  on  the  asylum  grounds  has  been  one  of  the  long  felt  wants.  The 
exacting  charges  made  by  the  City  for  water,  together  with  the  cost  of  pumping  up  the 
mountain,  brings  our  yearly  account  for  water  up  to  about  $5,000. 

A contract  has  been  let  on  the  premises  and  already  5-in.  holes  have  been  drilled  on  a 
rising  plateau  at  the  rear  end  of  the  farm  which  promises  a large  supply.  A thorough  test  will 
be  made,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  announce  before  long  that  the  long  desired  problem  has  at 
last  been  solved. 

Boulderwood. 

The  property  known  as  “Boulderwood,”  adjoining  the  asylum  grounds,  was  purchased  by 
the  Government  during  the  year  from  Mrs.  Charlton.  This  property  comprises  about  11  acres 
of  land,  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  mountain  brow  and  gives  the  asylum  possession  of  the 
whole  mountain  fron  eastward  to  James  Street.  No  more  healthful  or  commanding  site  could 
be  found  anywhere  for  the  erection  of  an  institution.  The  panoramic  outlook  of  city,  bay  and 
lake,  with  Burlington  Heights  as  a background,  presents  a scenic  picture  scarcely  to  be  equalled 
anywhere  in  the  woild. 

It  will  be  for  the  Government  to  say  what  use  shall  be  made  of  this  property,  whether  for 
the  erection  of  another  building  as  an  extension  of  the  asylum  system,  or  be  converted  into 
part  of  the  already  ample  pleasure  grounds  which  surround  the  asylum  buildings.  . 

Incipient  Insanity. 

The  restless  spirit  of  the  age,  with  its  intense  competition  in  every  department  of  business, 
the  mad  struggle  for  wealth,  place  and  power,  with  an  ever  increasing  mental  tension,  are 
responsible  for  a large  increase  of  nervous  disorders  which  are  sapping  the  energies  of  the 
present  generation.  That  this  weakening  force  will  project  itself  into  future  generations  with 
increasing  effect  is  quite  evident.  Among  women  with  a more  delicate  nervous  organization 
the  effect  is  even  more  apparent.  The  struggle  to  keep  up  appearance  and  win  social  recog- 
nition along  with  artificial  and  extravagant  modes  of  living  are  responsible  for  many  neurotic 
conditions  bordering  on  insanity. 

The  constant  and  ever  increasing  hegira  from  rural  to  city  life  furnishes  a perennial  stream 
of  victims  to  fill  up  the  ranks. 

The  tendency  everywhere  is  for  the  population  to  segregate  in  cities  and  forsake  the  quiet, 
pastoral  and  healthful  bucolic  life  of  the  country  which  constitutes  the  bone  and  sinew  of  every 
nation.  The  outcome  of  this  must  necessarily  be  mental  and  physical  degeneration,  with  a 
corresponding  demand  for  sanatorial  or  asylum  treatment. 

In  the  United  States  there  is  a lar^e  provision  made  for  the  treatment  of  this  class  in 
sanatoria  and  private  asylums  conducted  on  a dividend  paying  basis,  and  the  consequence  is 
that  many  Canadians  have  to  avail  themselves  of  treatment  in  these  foreign  institutions  because 
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there  is  no  provision  made  for  their  treatment  at  home.  In  the  absence  of  private  enterprise 
for  the  accommodation  of  this  class  it  becomes  a question  whether  or  not  the  Government 
should  make  provision  for  this^lass  by  erecting  a building  at  each  of  the  large  centres  of  popu- 
lation for  the  treatment  of  neurotic  cases,  which  largely  take  on  the  type  of  incipient  insanity. 
These  institutions  could  certainly  be  made  self-sustaining,  because  they  would  be  patronized  by 
a class  who  are  both  able  and  willing  to  pay  according  to  the  accommodation  provided.  As  a 
rule  poor  people  are  not  subject  to  nervous  disorders,  for  the  reason  that  they  have  neither  the 
time  nor  the  means  of  self-indulgence  which  is  usually  the  inciting  cause  of  these  disorders. 
The  ordinary  physician  prescribes  travel,  change  of  air  and  scene  as  a panacse  for  these  condi- 
tions, but  unless  a proper  selection  of  cases  is  made  they  will  return  more  jaded  and  ivorn  out 
than  when  they  started.  A prolonged  rest  in  bed,  under  skilled  medical  treatment  and  careful 
nursing,  will  often  effect  a more  speedy  cure  than  in  travelling  to  and  fro  over  the  earth  amid 
the  bustle  and  excitement  of  modern  life. 

Voluntary  Admission. 

When  a person  is  committed  to  an  asylum  as  insane  that  person  at  once  loses  his  or  her 
civil  rights  and  becomes  incompetent  in  law  to  do  any  kind  of  business.  There  are  many 
incipient  or  mild  cases  of  insanity  that  are  not  altogether  “ non  compos  mentis  ” who  dread 
the  idea  of  being  examined  by  physicians  and  certified  as  lunatics  and  sent  to  the  asylums  to 
consort  with  the  ordinary  rank  and  file  of  its  inmates.  If  they  could  go  voluntarily  to  a 
separate  building  or  cottage  and  remain  an  indefinite  time  without  the  imposition  of  the  usual 
discipline  and  restraint  which  accompanies  certification,  the  ordeal  would  be  robbed  of  half  its 
terrors  and  they  would  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  skill  of  the  asylum  physician  in  trea^ng 
their  morbid  symptoms. 

To  many,  committment  to  the  aslyum  carries  with  it  a badge  of  social  degradation  which 
haunts  the  poor  victim  for  life,  and  too  often  the  public  are  ready  to  endorse  his  morbid  self 
introspection,  and  loss  of  social  caste. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  Great  Britain  this  question  is  occupying  a large  amount  of 
attention  and  an  agitation  is  on  foot  amopg  leading  alienists  looking  to  the  relief  of  this  class 
by  granting  licences  to  private  houses,  nursing  homes  and  asylums  for  the  treatment  of  these 
cases  by  voluntary  admission. 

In  Scotland  the  boarding  out  system  in  private  houses  has  been  in  operation  for  years 
with  successful  results  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  It  is  confined 
to  the  pauper  classes  who  are  cared  for  by  cottagers  who  represent  an  intelligent,  respectable 
and  thrifty  class  of  the  community,  and  are  paid  the  regular  rates  provided  by  the  Government. 
The  same  system  has  been  in  operation  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  years  with  more  doubtful 
results.  The  thrifty  cottage  class  in  Scotland  has  scarcely  its  analogue  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  The  population  here  is  a moving  one  and  cannot  trace  an  ancestral  succession 
of  cottage  life  for  generations  as  is  the  case  in  the  Old  Land. 

The  voluntary  admission  system  now  being  agitated  is  not  based  on  economic  grounds, 
but  is  rather  an  expression  of  the  desire  to  escape  the  stigma  which  attaches  to  legalized 
committment  to  the  asylum  in  mild  or  incipient  cases.  The  public  have  not  yet  grasped  the 
idea  that  mental  ailments  can  be  cured  by  treatment  the  same  as  other  physical  diseases.  The 
lingering  prejudice  against  asylums  is  the  outcome  of  barbarous  treatment  in  a bygone  age, 
and  is  an  example  of  how  difficult  it  is  to  root  out  a popular  prejudice  when  once  established 
even  after  the  practice  has  entirely  changed.  As  a remedy  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
word  “ asylum  ” be  abolished  and  “hospital”  substituted  for  it.  This  change  has  been  largely 
observed  in  the  United  States,  but  it  will  require  something  more  than  juggling  with  a name 
to  conquer  a rooted  prejudice.  The  hospital  itself  had  long  to  contend  against  this  same

prejudice,  and  it  was  only  by  the  splendid  achievement  of  medical  and  surgical  science,  in 
conjunction  with  oae  of  Heaven’s  greatest  boons  to  humanity,  the  trained  nurse,  that  that 
prejudice  was  overcome.  The  lesson  to  asylum  workers  is  a^pertinent  one,  to  go  and  do 
likewise. 

Training  School  for  Nurses. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  goes  on  as  in  other  years  and  it  is  compulsory  for  all  to 
attend  the  lectures,  but  the  examination  is  voluntary.  The  interest  taken  by  the  nurses,  and 
even  by  the  medical  staff,  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  former  take  a sordid  view  of  the 
question,  and  say  it  is  no  advantage  to  them  from  a. pecuniary  standpoint,  that  all  their  study 
brings  no  advantage  either  in  wages  or  preferment  over  those  who  take  their  ease.  There  is 
certainly  a degree  of  force  in  this  objection,  and  if  training  schools  in  asylums  are  to  occupy 
the  high  place  they  are  intended  to  fill  in  elevating  and  dignifying  the  nursing  service  then 
some  incentive  must  be  held  out  both  in  wages  and  preferment  as  a stimulus  to  excel  in  the 
work.  In  this  very  practical  age  there  are  few  who  engage  in  the  work  from  philanthropic 
motives,  it  is  the  “ hope  of  reward  that  sweetens  toil  ” in  this  as  in  every  department  of  labor, 

I am  of  opinion  that  training  schools  in  all  our  asylums  should  be  made  compulsory,  and 
that  the  curriculum  of  study  should  be  a three  years’  course,  with  a graduated  scale  of  wages 
for  each  year,  and  that  only  graduates  who  have  completed  the  course  should  be  appointed  to 
the  position  of  supervisor.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  nursing  can  be  made  a permanent 
profession  and  attract  the  proper  class  to  engage  in  it. 

The  work  of  an  asylum  nurse  is  most  exacting  and  requires,  not  only  a strong,  healthy 
physique,  but  also  a large  degree  of  intelligence,  along  with  a natural  endowment  of  patience 
and  good  sense. 

A Nurses’  Home. 

In  order  to  attract  the  better  class  of  young  women  and  add  permanence  to  the  nursing 
service,  a Nurses’  Home  should  be  provided  at  each  asylum,  where  the  time  off  duty  may  be 
spent  in  rest  and  social  enjoyment.  The  work  of  nursing  is  doubly  trying  when  there  is  no 
respite  from  constant  association  with  the  patients  both  day  and  night.  The  building  should 
be  made  as  attractive  as  possible,  with  bright,  airy  bedrooms  and  parlors,  and  furnished  with 
all  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  a refined  home.  At  all  the  large  general  hospitals,  this 
provision  for  the  nurses  is  being  made,  and  if  it  is  found  to  be  an  indispensable  adjunct  to 
the  hospital  nursing  service,  it  is  surely  an  even  greater  necessity  at  the  asylum. 

Pathological  Institute. 

One  of  the  weak  points  in  the  asylum  medical  service  is  the  lack  of  scientific  spirit,  la 
making  appointments  and  promotions  to  the  Service,  this  qualification  is  not  sufficiently 
emphasized.  The  tendency  is  to  get  into  routine  methods  of  doing  the  bare  necessities  of  the 
work  without  regard  to  the  rich  field  for  scientific  research  waiting  to  be  explored.  The  chief 
cause  of  this  is  the  defective  teaching  in  our  medical  schools.  There  has  been  a great  advance 
of  late  years  in  the  teaching  of  general  medicine  and  surgery,  but  in  mental  pathology  and 
neurology  there  has  been  neither  teaching  nor  examination.  Hence  the  necessity  for  a special 
department  supported  by  the  State  and  equipped  with  laboratories  for  the  purpose  of 
pursuing  the  study  of  Psychology  in  all  its  varied  manifestations,  both  in  health  and  disease. 

In  other  countries,  there  are  many  tireless  workers  seeking  to  unfold  the  hidden  mysteries 
of  Psycho- pathological  manifestation  and  its  causes.  A new  field  of  research  is  opening  up  in 
blood  analysis  and  intestinal  secretion,  with  a probable  toxic  cause  of  many  forms  of  mental 
disorder.  By  this,  we  may  be  able  to  explain  why  in  many  cases  of  insanity  no  pathological 
changes,  either  gross  or  microscopic,  can  be  found  in  the  brain  to  account  for  the  morbid 
symptoms. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  profession  outside  of  the  asylum  service  is  taking  up  this 
question  and  pressing  it  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government.  There  is  abundant  morbid 
material  in  our  asylums  available  for  study  and  research,  which  is  practically  lost  for  lack  of 
4he  necessary  equipment  and  skill  in  its  investigation. 

A Pathological  Institute  centrally  situated  and  presided  over  by  a medical  director  who  has 
made  a specialty  of  this  department  of  science,  and  made  available  for  study  by  students 
engaged  in  the  specialty  of  mental  disease,  would  provide  a field  of  study  in  our  country  which 
hitherto  could  only  be  found  at  great  expense  in  foreign  lands.  I know  of  no  department  of 
science  which  would  yield  such  fruitful  results  and  such  far-reaching  benefit  to  suffering 
humanity  as  an  institution  for  scientific  research  conducted  on  the  lines  which  I have  indicated. 

I trust  the  Government  will  favorably  consider  the  application  for  financial  aid.  It  is  a 
movement  which  is  primarily  in  the  interest  of  more  effective  Asylum  work,  and  should  at  once 
•ommend  itself  not  only  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Government  ,but  to  the  hearty 
support  of  the  Asylum  medical  service  as  well. 

General  Remarks. 

The  business  of  the  year  has  been  marked  by  patient  persevering  effort  in  discharging  the 
great  public  trust  committed  to  us.  Nothing  of  a serious  nature  has  occurred  to  disturb  the 
equanimity  and  harmony  of  our  daily  round  of  duties.  We  have  kept  steadily  before  our  minds 
the  great  function  we  are  here  to  perform,  that  of  easing  the  burdens  and  ameliorating  the 
sorrows  of  those  committed  to  our  care.  The  large  number  of  admissions  and  discharges  indi- 
cate that  we  have  not  been  idle  in  this  respect  and  that  we  continue  to  maintain  our  past  record 
of  providing  prompt  admission  to  every  deserving  case.  Whilst  we  have  been  lavish  in  furnish- 
ing every  available  comfort  for  our  patients,  we  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  in  a 
great  institution  like  this  there  are  many  avenues  of  waste  and  extravagance  and  that  constant 
vigilance  is  necessary  to  prevent  it.  W e also  recognize  the  truth  that  economy  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  term  is  compatible  with  the  greatest  efliciency  in  administration. 

Medical  science  and  an  enlarged  humanitarianism  have  done  much  to  improve  the  treat- 
ment of  the  insane,  but  there  is  still  much  to  accomplish  in  reaching  higher  ideals  and  in  dis- 
covering improved  methods  of  solving  many  perplexing  problems  which  still  confront  us.  It  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  prejudice  against  asylums  is  rapidly  dying  out,  and  there  is  now 
danger  of  the  pendulum  swinging  the  other  way  and  of  their  becoming  boo  popular.  The  treat- 
ment of  mental  diseases  is  becoming  more  and  more  a positive  science,  and  the  whole  equip- 
ment of  the  Asylum  is  rapidly  taking  its  place  side  by  side  with  General  Hospital  practice. 
People  are  beginning  to  understand  that  insanity  can  be  cured  like  any  other  disease,  and  more 
intelligent  ideas  prevail  as  to  the  laws  which  govern  the  propagation  of  the  race.

Admissions. 

There  were  113  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  60  being  men  and  53  women.  Of  this 
number  14  were  over  60  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  admission,  and  33  had  been  insane  over  a 
year  before  coming  to  the  Asylum,  so  that  the  number  of  admissions  with  favorable  chances  of 
recovery  was  comparatively  small. 

Discharges. 

There  were  52  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  27  being  men  and  25  women.  Although 
all  of  those  who  were  discharged  were  not  admitted  during  the  year,  still  an  average  of  one 
each  week  is  an  encouraging  proportion  of  discharges  from  so  small  a number  of  favorable 
cases. 

Deaths. 

There  were  37  deaths  during  the  year,  being  four  more  than  during  either  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding years.  Of  this  number  18  were  over  60  and  9 were  over  70  years  of  age,  showing  that 
a large  proportion  had  reached  an  average  age  of  longevity  notwithstanding  the  existence  of 
the  mental  illness  ; of  the  37  who  died  13  had  resided  in  the  Asylum  over  5 years. 

Garden  and  Grqunds. 

The  work  of  moulding  and  shaping  the  grounds  in  conformity  with  the  plans  submitted 
to  you  nine  years  ago  has  been  advanced  steadily  in  every  direction,  and  now  the  only  parts 
which  will  require  any  considerable  attention  are  the  lake-front,  the  side- walks  and  the  ravine 
between  the  front  gate  and  the  male  cottages.  A good  deal  has  already  been  done  this  year 
in  the  way  of  grading  the  floor  of  the  basin  of  the  ravine  and  correcting  the  course  of  the 
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creek-bed  through’ it,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  section  of  the  grounds  which  is  so  pro- 
minently before  the  observation  of  the  visiting  friends  of  the  patients,  may  be  completed 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  coming  season. 

The  crops  of  fruits  and  vegetables  have  been  equal  to  those  of  the  best  years  in  the  past, 
and  the  apple  crop  especially  will  exceed  that  of  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the 
orchard. 

The  arrangements  of  the  flower  beds  and  the  beauty  of  the  flowers  themselves  have  been 
unusually  attractive  this  year  owing  partly  to  the  skilled  and  untiring  attention  of  the  Gar- 
dener, Mr.  Matheson,  and  partly  to  unusual  atmospheric  humidity. 

Farm. 

No  one  could  reasonably  desire  better  crops  than  those  which  have  been  raised  on 
the  farm  this  year.  The  yield  of  hay  and  oats  was  unusually  large,  and  the  corn,  potatoes  and 
other  roots  have  never  been  better.  Altogether,  the  farm,  under  Mr.  Boulton’s  intelligent 
management  is  becoming  gradually  more  and  more  improved,  and  the  outcome  corre- 
spondingly more  valuable. 

Adjoining  Land. 

The  event  of  incomparable  consequence  to  this  institution,  inasmuch  as  it  will  contribute 
to  the  well-being  of  all  its  future  inmates,  and  to  its  development  and  expansion  in  lines  of 
general  usefulness,  and  to  its  more  modern  and  adequate  equipment,  was  the  consummation  of 
the  purchase  of  the  adjoining  73  acres  of  land  on  the  West,  commonly  known  as  the  McNeill 
farm. 

As  soon  as  the  purchase  was  completed  the  old  and  dilapidated  buildings  were  taken 
down,  and  any  lumber  which  could  be  of  further  service  was  carefully  reserved  for  future  use 
in  other  places  about  the  Institution.  As  the  fences  had  been  destroyed  it  became  necessary  to 
protect  the  grass,  as  far  as  possible,  from  the  incursions  of  horses  and  cattle,  which  had 
hitherto  been  allowed  to  roam  at  large  on  the  roads  in  the  community  ; our  obligations  are  due 
in  this  matter  to  the  timely  assistance  of  the  neighbors,  whose  courteous  and  unselfiish 
interposition  practically  prevented  any  appreciable  loss.  The  only  valuable  return  from  this 
land  this  year,  besides  some  small  fruits  and  some  apples,  was  the  hay  crop,  which  harvested 
about  25  tons.  The  initial  undertaking  in  connection  with  this  newly  acquired  property  will 
be  the  building  of  the  necessary  fences  along  the  roads  to  protect  the  crops  from  despoliation 
by  wandering  stock,  and  this  may  be  accomplished  by  moving  some  of  the  present  fences  from 
the  old  Asylum  property. 

The  next  step  will  be  the  diversion  of  the  present  water  course,  which  runs  diagonally 
from  north  west  to  south  east  through  the  eastern  half  of  the  property.  This  water  course 
conducts  the  melted  snows  and  the  rain-fall  of  the  early  Spring  southward  to  the  lake,  but  it 
runs  parallel  with  a similar  drainage  creek  bed  on  the  east  into  which  it  may  be  emptied  ; this 
may  be  done  by  means  of  a ditch  along  the  front  of  the  property,  so  that  it  will  in  no 
way  interfere  with  the  property  rights  or  interests  of  any  of  the  land  owners  in  the 
community.  While  one  object  of  this  proposed  ditch  will  be  to  relieve  the  land  in  which  thi  s 
water  course  is  now  situated,  another  important  public  advantage  will  incidentally  attend  its 
construction,  namely  the  improved  drainage  of  the  public  road  along  the  side  of  which  it  will 
run. 

Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  Cottages  in  1890,  the  easy  access  of  the  idle  and  curious  to 
the  wards  by  means  of  the  side  road  on  the  West,  has  been  a constant  source  of  annoyance  and 
discomfort  to  many  of  the  patients,  and  while  it  is  not  the  part  of  any  manager  to  complain  of 
the  inevitable,  this  heretofore  unfortunate  situation  has  been  very  regrettable.  Now,  however, 
that  the  land  on  both  sides  of  this  road  belongs  to  the  Government,  I would  strongly 
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recommend  that  the  proper  representations  be  made  to  the  Council  of  the  Township  of 
Etobicoke,  and  that,  if  possible,  permission  be  obtained  from  that  body  to  have  this  road 
moved  to  the  Western  limit  of  the  newly  acquired  property.  By  this  removal  no  individual  or 
public  interest  would  suffer,  and  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  our  patients  would  be  greatly 
promoted. 

Although  industriously  tilled,  the  acreage  of  the  present  garden  has  for  many  years  been 
too  small  for  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  this  may  now  be  remedied  by  incorporating 
within  its  limits  a section  of  the  new  property  ; in  this  way  there  will  be  ample  opportunity  for 
the  employment  of  all  available  labor,  and  at  the  same  time  a more  generous  supply  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  may  be  grown  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

The  removal  of  the  dividing  road,  the  diversion  of  the  water  course,  the  building  of  the 
fences  and  the  extension  of  the  boundaries  of  the  garden  will  constitute  the  preparatory  steps 
to  that  larger  and  more  important  undertaking  of  constructing  a sewage  farm.  The  soil  along 
the  northern  border  of  the  property  is  porous  and  of  a character  suitable  for  sewerage  disposal, 
and  when  the  way  has  been  prepared  and  other  obstacles  removed  as  outlined  above,  the 
engineering  difficulties  in  the  inauguration  of  a land  disposal  sewerage  system  will  not  be  found 
insuperable. 

By  the  removal  of  the  garden  to  the  new  property  a suitable  and  conj^^enient  site  will  be 
provided  on  the  east  side  of  the  Assembly  Hall  for  a small  Infirmary  Building,  which  is  now 
acknowledged  to  be  a necessary  adjunct  to  a properly  equipped  institution. 

By  moving  the  stables  and  the  cold  storage  building  westward  there  will  be  available  space 
along  the  fourth  side  of  the  Cottage  quadrangle  for  a large  building  some  future  day  when  it  is 
needed  to  accommodate  300  patients  on  somewhat  the  same  plan  as  Orchard  House  at  Hamilton 
Asylum. 

The  desirability  of  establishing  pay-wards  at  this  Asylum  is  becoming  steadily  a more 
pressing  question  for  consideration.  There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  by  many  applicants 
for  private  wards,  and  with  a moderate  increase  in  outlay  there  would  be  a corresponding 
improvement  in  the  revenue.  The  newly  acquired  land  would  provide  most  desirable  sites 
along  the  lake  front  for  the  erection  of  several  more  modern  structures  with  more  ample 
conveniences  and  equipment. 

From  north  to  south  this  new  property  would  be  most  advantageously  utilzied  in  sections 
running  westward  across  the  lot,  by  a sewage  farm,  garden,  orchard  for  small  fruits,  orchard  for 
cherries,  plums,  peaches,  pears,  etc.,  out-buildings  for  stables,  cold  storage,  roots,  etc.,  and 
finally  an  apple  orchard,  s'ill  leaving  an  unoccupied  section  along  the  lake  for  future  buildings. 

Laundry. 

The  re-construction  of  the  Laundry  has  been  carried  on  to  coni[)letion  during  the  past 
year,  and  now  the  capacity  and  convenience  for  turning  out  good  work  in  this  department  are 
adequate  for  present  needs.  At  the  same  time  the  structural  alterations  were  being  made  for 
the  laundry,  other  alterations  were  also  nade  in  the  Centre  building,  by  which  the  Engineer 
has  acquired  a suitable  workshop,  and  the  Tailoress  a convenient  work-room.  One  of  the  small 
rooms  connected  with  the  old  laundry  and  formerly  used  for  iron-heating  will  be  transformed 
into  a sitting  room  for  the  employees. 

Bridge. 

When  the  old  bridge  across  the  creek  bed  was  constructed  it  was  made  to  suit  the  road 
which  at  that  time  was  only  20  feet  wide,  and  when  several  years  ago  the  road  leading  from  the 
front  gate  to  the  Administration  building  was  widened  to  30  feet,  the  bridge  was  too  small  and 
out  of  proportion.  Until  this  year  the  Mason  had  no  time  to  spare  from  other  building

operations  for  the  reneAval  of  this  structure,  and  the  bridge  remained  a mis -fit  and  blot  upon  the 
landscape.  At  the  present  writing  the  work  is  well  advanced  on  the  new  bridge,  which  will  be 
made  entirely  of  stone  and  cement,  and  will  answer  the  requirements  for  many  years  to  come. 

Extension  of  Pier. 

The  old  pier  is  gradually  decaying,  and  unless  repairs  are  soon  made  the  severe  storms 
will  work  serious  damage  to  the  timbers.  If  at  the  time  the  repairs  are  made  an  extension 
could  be  constructed  so  that  coal  might  be  unloaded  from  the  boats  without  the  cost  of  re- 
shipment at  Toronto,  a large  annual  saving  would  be  effected.  If  the  coal  were  delivered 
direct  here  there  would  be  saved  from  60  to  75  cents  per  ton,  and  this  would  annually  amount 
to  $1,200  or  $1,500  ; the  original  cost  of  the  extension  would  thus  be  saved  in  a few  years,  and 
for  the  future  with  the  present  population  this  improvement  would  effect  a reduction  of  about 
$2.00  per  capita  in  the  maintenance. 

School. 

A satisfactory  degree  of  interest  was  maintained  in  the  school  during  the  past  winter,  and 
a number  of  the  men  made  excellent  progress  in  their  studies.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  some- 
what the  course  of  instruction  so  that  women  as  well  as  men  may  be  admitted  to  the  classes. 

Sunday  Services. 

When  the  Assembly  Hall  and  Chapel  was  erected  provision  was  made  for  a vestry  for  the 
Roman  Catholic  Clergymen,  and  the  chancel  was  planned  for  the  introduction  of  an  Altar  for 
u^e  in  Roman  Catholic  services.  Not  until  the  past  year  however  has  it  been  possible  to 
obtain  a Roman  Catholic  service  with  regularity,  but  I am  hap.py  to  say  that  now  services  for 
patients  of  that  faith  are  held  regularly  every  four  weeks.  Rev.  Father  Sullivan  has  conducted 
these  services,  while  the  local  Clergymen,  Rev.  Canon  Tremayne,  Rev.  Mr.  Blair,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  McKay  have  in  turn  conducted  the  Protestant  services. 

Officers  and  Employees. 

The  only  change  among  the  Officers  was  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Fish,  the 
Chief  Female  Attendant,  on  June  30th,  and  the  appointment  of  Miss  Dixon  as  Assistant 
Matron  on  Sept.  1st.  A good  many  of  the  employees  have  resigned  during  the  year  to  accept 
other  positions  where  the  attraction  has  been  a larger  measure  of  remuneration.  Altogether 
there  has  never  been  a year  under  the  present  management,  when  there  was  a more  united  and 
loyal  staff,  or  when  a higher  record  of  peaceful  progress  has  been  attained.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM  FOR 
INSANE,  BROCKVILLE,  EOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30TH,  1903. 

Brockville,  Ont  , October  1,  1903. 

Robert  Christie,  Esq., 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Toronto,  Ont. 

Sir  : — I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  this  Asylum  for 
the  year  ending  September  30th,  1903. 

There  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  639  patients  and  at  the  close  666, 
being  an  increase  of  27.  Our  accommodation  is  now  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  we  are 
practically  without  a vacant  bed.  The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  758, 
of  whom  381  were  males  and  377  females. 

The  average  daily  population  was  666. 

The  admissions  numbered  119,  of  whom  65  were  males  and  54  females.  A transfer  of  25 
males  of  the  Chronic  Class  from, London  Asylum  is  included  in  this  number,  so  that  the  direct 
admission  from  the  Brockville  district  aggregated  94,  40  being  males  and  54  females. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  admissions  were  over  45  years  of  age,  20  of  them  being  over  60,  8 
over  70  and  2 over  80.  These  statistics  would  be  suitable  enough  in  connection  with  an  Old 
Folk’s  Home,  but,  representing  the  admissions  to  an  hospital,  they  have  a decidedly  serio- 
comic aspect.  The  prime  mission  of  the  hospital  for  insane  to-day  is  treatment,  with  the 
focal  object  of  restoration  to  mental  health,  and  it  is  paying  altogether  too  great  a tribute  to 
our  methods  when  the  relatives  of  senile  dements  place  their  unfortunate  under  our  care. 
These  only  crowd  out  acute  and  hopeful  cases,  and,  until  homes  or  refuges  for  aged  people 
become  very  generally  established,  the  applications  to  admit  victims  of  senility  should  be 
severely  discouraged.  Senile  dements  are  rarely  dangerous  but  the  condition  being  a semi- 
childish  or  helpless  one,  necessitates  a certain  amount  of  attention  on  the  part  of  the  friends, 
and  this,  I am  forced  to  admit,  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  committal  in  some  instances. 

Thirteen  males  and  ten  females  of  the  district  admissions  were  by  Lieutenant  Governor’s 
warrant  through  the  goals,  and  thirty  seven  males  and  thirty-four  females  by  Medical  Certifi- 
cates from  their  homes.  The  practice  of  sending  the  insane  to  gaol  is  still  much  more  common 
than  is  necessary,  and  particularly  in  the  case  of  acute  and  curable  cases,  in  which  prompt 
treatment  means  much,  is  greatly  to  be  deprecated.  If  at  the  first  manifestation  of  the 
disease  the  attendant  physician  would  make  application  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  district 
Asylum,  the  necessity  for  gaol  incarceration  would  usually  be  obviated  ; and  even  if  the 
symptoms  of  insanity  subsided,  rendering  hospital  treatment  unnecessary,  no  harm  would  have 
been  done,  as  there  is  no  publicity  whatever  attending  the  commital  by  medical  certificate. 

The  insanity  of  34  of  those  admitted  was  attributed  to  moral  causes  and  of  these  18 
resulted  from  mental  anxiety  or  worry,  5 from  adverse  circumstances  and  business  troubles,  5 
from  love  affairs,  2 from  religious  excitment  and  4 from  domestic  troubles. 

The  causes  of  insanity  in  53  cases  were  physical,  6 being  due  to  intemperance,  2 to  over 
work,  1 to  sunstroke,  2 to  self  abuse,  3 to  puerperal  causes,  6 to  change  of  life,  2 to  brain 
disease  with  general  paralysis,  3 to  epilepsy,  3 to  fevers  and  25  to  other  bodily  ailments 
including  old  age. 

In  46  cases  there  was  a history  of  inherited  predisposition  and  the  information  relating  to 
the  remaining  32  was  very  meagre  as  to  the  family  history. 

Discharges  and  Deaths, 

The  discharges  during  the  year  amounted  to  48,  of  which  number  24  were  males  and  24 
females.  Of  this  number  22  males  and  20  females,  totalling  42,  had  recovered,  1 male  and  2 
females  had  improved  and  1 male  and  1 female  remained  unimproved. 

. 9 A. 
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The  percentage  of  recoveries  upon  the  direct  admissions  was  44  and  on  the  total  admissions 
which  include  the  transfer  of  25,  the  percentage  amounts  to  35.  This  rate  of  recovery  being- 
above  the  average  is  very  satisfactory, 

The  deaths  number  42,  being  5.54  per  cent,  of  the  total  population.  Of  the  deceased, 
one  had  reached  the  age  of  90,  one  was  81,  eight  were  between  70  and  80  and  twelve  were 
between  60  and  70,  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  having  been  over  60  years  of  age. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  all  the  deaths  were  the  result  of  natural  causes,  there  having 
been  no  serious  accident,  suicide  or  homicide  during  the  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  and  resident  employees  was  excellent  and  there  was 
absolute  freedom  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease  of  any  kind.  We  are  now  entering 
upon  the  tenth  year  of  Asylum  work  here  and  while  Brockville,  though  an  admittedly  sanitary 
and  healthy  town,  has  had  its  quota  of  typhoid,  diphtheria  and  other  diseases,  we  have  so  far^ 
been  thoroughly  immune  and  it  is  to  be  devoutly  hoped  that  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs 
will  continue.  This  immunity  does  not,  unfortunately,  include  Consumption,  the  deaths  from 
which  numbered  6 during  the  past  year. 

Maintenance. 

The  expenditure  bn  account  of  maintenance  which  includes  salaries,  food,  clothing, 
medicine,  groceries,  water,  light,  fuel,  etc.,  amounted  to  $87,391.03,  which  represents  an 
annual  per  capita  cost  of  $131  60.  This  rate  is  in  excess  of  last  year’s  in  consequence  of  the 
payment  of  $5000  for  coal  which,  though  ordered  by  contract  last  year,  was  not  delivered  until 
the  beginning  of  the  current  year  on  account  of  the  strike  at  the  mines.  If  this  $5000  be  de- 
ducted the  expenditure  would  amount  to  $82, 3H,  representing  a per  capita  cost  of  $122. 

Occupation  and  Diversion. 

Remembering  that  idleness  is  the  bane  of  mankind,  whether  sane  or  insane,  we  use  every 
available  effort  to  keep  those  of  our  population  employed  who  are  physically  capable  of  em- 
ployment and  a glance  at  the  work  tables  appended  hereto  will  show  that  the  industry  of  the 
patients  achieves  very  material  results,  apart  from  the  mental  benefit  which  waits  upon  a 
judicious  amount  of  physical  work.  Those  who  do  not  care  to  work  or  who  are  at  first  too 
much  disturbed  mentally  to  enter  upon  any  employment  are  given  pedestrian  exercise  by 
means  of  the  walking  parties  which  are  held  from  10  o’clock  every  morning  until  noon,  and  in 
this  way,  except  in  severe  weather,  the  wards  and  cottages  are  cleared  of  almost  every 
occupant. 

During  the  Summer  months  we  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  occupation  for  a large  number 
on  the  farm  or  on  the  extensive  ornamental  grounds  but  during  the  Winter  season  a great  dis- 
advantage is  experienced  in  the  absence  of  industrial  shops.  There  are  amongst  our  patients 
a'  number  of  mechanics  to  whom  even  a partial  continuance  of  their  avocation  -would  be  a boon 
and  others  would  gladly  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  learn  ; consequently  I feel 
justified  in  asking  that  serious  consideration  be  given  this  subject. 

Man  reasons  from  a peculiar  standpoint  on  the  matter  of  occupation  and  exercise  and  is 
prone  to  regard  activity  with  material  results  as  work  and  that  which  has  no  definite  object  is 
viewed  as  fun.  Even  reasoning  upon  these  lines  the  proper  balance  has  been  considerably 
lost  sight  of,  which  should  exist  between  labor  and  exercise,  one  half  the  world  virtually  being 
ground  between  the  mill  stones  of  unremitting  toil  and  the  other  half,  ignoring  all  serious 
aspects  of  life,  yielding  itself  too  unreservedly  to  amusements.  But  there  is  a happy  medium 
in  which  congenial  work  and  diversion  each  holds  a proper  place  and  it  is  the  mission  of  insane 
hospitals  to  maintain  this  balance.  Consequently,  though  Asylum  labor  and  the  results  of  it 
always  figure  in  the  Annual  Reports,  yet  as  I have  stated  in  a former  report  the  work  exists 
for  the  patients  and  not  vice  versa  and  a tabulated  statement  of  work  accomplished  conveys  a 
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far  deeper  meaning  than  the  construction,  for  instance,  of  so  many  tables  or  the  manufacture 
of  so  many  aprons — it  signifies  the  amount  of  useful  exercise  afiorded  for  the  purpose  of 
inducing  healthy  physical  fatigue,  a better  appetite,  distraction  from  grief  or  other  improved 
conditions. 

This  much  for  the  labor  aspect  of  hospital  treatment.  Just  as  necessary  and  in  fact  more 
necessary  in  some  cases  are  the  varied  distractions  with  which  endeavors  are  made  to  brighten 
the  lives  of  the  patients  and  so,  while  with  even  the  most  limited  resources  it  is  always  in  our 
power  to  furnish  them  a certain  amount  of  amusement,  yet  our  possibilities  in  this  respect  are 
far  more  meagre  than  I could  wish. 

In  the  Summer  out  door  games  viz.,  croquet,  lawn  tennis  and  bowling  are  indulged  in  and 
aflforded  pleasant  hours  to  many  of  the  patients. 

A base  ball  club  organized  this  year  excited  much  interest,  having  entered  a local  league 
and  succeeded  in  bearing  off  some  of  the  honors. 

The  Annual  Field  Day  is  always  anticipated  with  interest  and  is  a pleasant  topic  for  some 
time  afterwards.  Fully  five  hundred  patients  were  out  on  the  lawn  to  witness  the  sports 
which  were  entered  into  with  great  zeal  and  which  were  concluded  with  the  distribution  of 
refreshments. 

During  the  Winter  a weekly  dance  is  held — the  music  being  supplied  by  the  Asylum 
orchestra  and  another  evening  each  week  is  devoted  to  an  “ At  Home  ” at  which  such  games 
as  draughts,  dominoes  and  cards  are  indulged  in  and  tea  and  cake  partaken  of. 

The  choirs  and  other  musical  organizations  of  the  City  also  give  a number  of  entertain- 
ments which  are  very  generally  appreciated. 

Wants. 

There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  Winter  in  Canada  means  some  months  of  severe  weather 
and  with  the  exception  of  snow  shovelling  for  the  men  (an  exercise  with  an  object  and  there- 
fore regarded  unlovingly)  and  pedestrian  exercise  for  the  women,  there  is  no  way  of  making 
the  Winter  season  enjoyable  out  doers.  It  is  the  intention  to  construct  a small  toboggan 
slide  this  Autumn  but  this  of  course  will  not  be  patronized  by  all  of  the  seven  hundred  inmates 
and  I know  of  nothing  more  calculated  to  afford  enjoyment  than  .the  erection  of  a covered 
rink,  an  appropriation  for  which  I requested  in  my  report  of  last  year.  A great  many  patients 
skate,  many  others  would  enjoy  sliding  which  is  quite  as  beneficial  for  them  as  skating,  and 
the  carnivals  which  could  be  held  in  it  would  afford  endless  amusement  to  the  participants  as 
well  as  to  the  spectators  all  through  the  Winter. 

An  isolated  hospital  or  infirmary  is  a pressing  want.  The  pathetic  condition  of  a person 
sick  unto  death,  subject  to  the  inevitable  noise  and  bustle  of  many  other  healthy  active  inmates 
is  sufficiently  appealing  without  anything  I could  urge.  Though  it  is  true  that  visitors  when  in 
the  most  disturbed  wards  frequently  ask,  in  all  innocence,  where  we  keep  the  worst  patients, 
yet  I repeat  that  the  noise  and  shuffling  inevitably  accompanying  the  movement  upon  bare 
floors  of  a large  population  is  not  conducive  either  to  comfort  or  recovery  on  the  part  of  a 
sick  inmate 

The  room  called  by  extreme  courtesy  the  ball  room  is  still  doing  duty  as  a chapel  and 
general  assembly  room.  It  holds  only  a portion  of  those  able  and  anxious  to  take  part  in  the 
different  exercises  and  from  a sanitary  standpoint  the  privilege  of  attending  functions  held 
in  it  is  a questionable  one.  The  Clergymen  of  Brockville  have  from  the  opening  of  the 
Asylum  been  assiduous  in  their  spiritual  ministrations  which  have  been  bestowed  cheerfully 
and  gratuitously  but  the  present  crowded  condition  under  which  they  meet  their  flocks  is  so 
unsatisfactory  that  some  have  signified  their  intention  of  discontinuing  untill  better  accommo- 
dation is  furnished. 
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An  additional  steam  washer  and  an  extractor  are  required  in  the  laundry  in  consequence 
of  the  increased  population. 

An  appropriation  will  be  required  in  order  to  complete  the  fence  on  the  West  side  of  the 
grounds. 

Farm  and  Garden. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  outlook  for  the  farm  and  garden  was  very  gloomy  as 
the  weather  remained  dry  for  weeks  at  a time,  but  the  rains  came  in  time  to  save  the  crops 
and  as  the  weather  since  continued  favorable  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  yield  is  above  the 
average. 

The  Statf. 

The  official  staff  remains  unchanged.  Some  of  our  old  and  valued  male  attendants  left  us, 
being  attracted  by  the  demand  for  labor  and  by  the  high  wages  outside,  and  while  we  were 
sorry  to  see  them  go  we  could  not  but  recognize  the  reasonableness  of  their  desire  to  better 
themselves  financially,  particularly  when  the  exchange  meant  more  physical  activity  perhaps 
but  less  of  the  great  responsibility  that  attaches  to  the  position  of  an  asylum  attendant. 

Altogether  the  past  year  has  been  an  eminently  satisfactory  one  and  to  all  those  of  the 
officers  and  employees  whose  faithful  efforts  have  succeeded  in  making  it  such,  my  thanks  are 
tendered. 

And,  Sir,  for  your  uniform  courtesy  and  willingness  to  advise  upon  matters  requiring 
consultation,  you  have  my  gratitude.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM  FOR 
INSANE,  COBOURG,  ONTARIO,  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30th,  1903. 

To  R.  Christie,  Esq.,  October  1st,  1903. 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Ontario  : 

Sir, — Pursuant  to  Statute,  I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  the  Second  Annual  Report 
of  this  Asylum  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1903. 

There  were  141  patients  in  residence  on  Oct.  1st,  1902.  The  number  discharged  during 
the  year  was  1,  number  recovered  1,  number  admitted  during  the  year  10,  and  number  of 
deaths  3.  The  total  number  under  treatment  daring  the  year  was  151.  The  causes  of  death 
were  tuberculosis  1,  cancer  1,  and  epilepsy,!.  Our  death  rate  for  the  year  was  1.92  per  cent., 
which  is  a very  low  rate.  The  average  annual  death  rate  since  the  opening  was  2.42  per  cent., 
which  is  very  much  lower  than  the  average  mortality  in  public  institutions.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table  that  78  out  of  the  144,  or  more  than  50  per  cent,  are 
over  50  years  of  age.  Considering  their  ages,  our  patients  enjoy  a remarkable  immunity  from 
disease  other  than  insanity.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  kind  and  no  serious  accidents. 
The  excellent  quality  of  our  water  supply  and  good  ventilation  are  no  doubt  important  factors 
in  maintaining  the  good  physical  health  of  those  residing  in  the  institution. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  institution  was  155,  the 
total  number  of  deaths  6,  total  number  discharged  2,  and  total  number  transferred  3,  leaving 
in  residence  on  Sept.  30,  1903,  144  patients.  Of  the  144  patients  in  residence,  77  are  warrant 
cases  and  67  certificate  cases.  The  3 patients  transferred  were  sent  to  Rockwood  Asylum, 
Kingston. 

Maintenance. 

Owing  to  the  comparatively  small  population  of  our  institution,  and  not  having  the  advantages 
of  the  labor  of  male  patients,  our  per  capita  expenditure  must  necessarily  be  somewhat  higher 
than  other  and  larger  institutions,  especially  for  the  first  few  years.  The  fixed  charges  or  expen- 
diture over  which  we  have  no  control  bear,  a larger  ratio  to  our  population.  The  smaller  the 
population,  the  larger  pro  rata  and  vice  versa.  I may  say,  however,  that  in  our  controllable 
expenditure,  we  exercise  the  most  rigid  economy  in  every  detail  consistent  with  a dietary  of 
plain  but  substantial  food,  clean  and  comfortable  clothing,  with  a due  regard  to  the  necessities 
of  medicine  and  medical  comforts. 

Improvements. 

The  cupulo  which  got  only  one  coat  of  paint  when  constructed  was  badly  in  need  of  paint- 
ing to  protect  it  from  the  weather.  We  had  it  painted.  The  metal  ceilings  of  the  boiler  room 
and  wash  room  were  not  painted  when  put  on,  and  were  showing  the  injurious  effects  of  the 
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lieat  and  moisture.  We  had  those  painted.  This  work  should  have  been  none  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  at  the  time  the  building  was  completed.  The  back  stair  ways  from  the 
kitchen  and  Bursar’s  office  on  the  outside  were  painted.  Considerable  improvements  were 
made  to  the  steam  pipes,  also  repairs  to  the  water  closets,  which  will  be  enumerated  in  the 
Engineer’s  report.  A good  deal  of  work  was  done  in  improving  the  grounds,  completing  the 
roadways,  beautifying  the  lawns,  planting  shrubs,  flowers,  <&c. 

The  extension  of  the  new  fence  around  the  grounds,  which  I recommended  last  year,  I 
regret  to  say,  has  not  been  built.  This  is  a work  of  the  utmost  necessity,  as  the  old  fence  is 
quite  rotten  and  cannot  be  kept  in  repair.  The  neighbors,  cattle  and  hogs  can  walk  through  it 
at  will,  and  we  are  constantly  in  danger  of  havung  our  vegetable  garden  destroyed  Another 
prime  necessity,  requiring  attention  in  the  near  future,  is  a “ root  house,”  as  you  are  aware  the 
basement  is  not  a fit  place  for  roots  or  vegetables.  The  heat  is  such  that  it  is  impossible  to 
keep  them  in  large  quantities.  This  not  only  makes  it  very  inconvenient  in  the  winter,  but 
prevents  us  from  taking  advantage  of  the  markets  when  those  commodities  are  cheaper. 

Garden. 

We  have  added  more  land  to  our  garden  this  year,  the  products  of  which  have  yielded  a 
fair  return  for  the  labor  spent  upon  it.  We  had  it  planted  with  corn,  tomatoes,  beans, 
cabbage,  beets,  parsnips,  carrots,  onions,  &c.,  all  of  excellent  quality.  The  quantity  will  be 
enumerated  in  the  Gardener’s  report. 

Occupation. 

Occupation  of  some  sort  is  an  important  factor  in  arousing  dormant  mental  faculties,  and 
diverting  the  mind  from  abnormal  ideas,  illusions  and  hallucinations.  It  has  been  our  endeavor 
to  furnish  as  much  occupation  and  recreation  as  possible  for  our  patients,  fully  believing  that 
they  are  important  aids  in  re-establishing  a normal  mental  balance.  We  utilize  all  our  avail- 
able resources  towards  this  end,  by  having  as  many  as  possible  occupied  for  some  time  during 
the  day  either  on  the  halls,  in  the  kitchen,  dining  rooms,  laundry  or  sewing  room.  We  also 
have  them  out  as  much  as  possible  for  recreation  and  exercise.  About  30  per  cent,  of  the 
patients  are  engaged  more  or  less  in  some  useful  occupation  ; this  mainly  comprises  household 
duties,  or  some  species  of  needle  work  on  the  halls.  In  its  selection  and  enforcement,  the 
welfare  of  the  patient  is  the  first  consideration,  and  the  work  is  so  adapted  as  to  be  an. adjunct 
to  treatment  rather  than  financial  results. 

Amusements. 

Diversion  and  amusement  are  an  important  feature  in  the  moral  treatment  of  the  insane. 
We  have  not  the  resources  or  facilities  of  other  and  larger  institutions  for  furnishing  these  ; 
however,  we  have  taken  advantage  of  every  opportunity,  and  did  the  best  we  could  under  the 
circumstances. 

The  Boys’  Brigade  Band,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beatty,  gave  us  several 
concerts  during  the  year.  St.  Peter’s  Church  Choir  gave  us  a very  enjoyable  concert,  which 
was  very  much  appreciated  by  all.  We  also  had  on  several  occasions  gramophone  and  phono- 
graph selections  in  the  afternoon  and  evenings,  by  Mr.  Appleby  and  Mr.  Cann.  We  acknow- 
ledge with  thanks  Pur  indebtedness  to  the  Rev.  Canon  Spragge  and  his  Church  Choir,  Rev. 
Mr.  Beatty,  Mr.  Appleby  and  Mr.  Cann,  for  their  gratuitous  services  in  contributing  so  much 
to  the  amusement  of  our  poor  afflicted  patients.  The  great  event  of  the  year  was  our  annual 
pic-nic,  held  on  the  grounds  in  the  month  of  August.  The  Boys’  Brigade  Band  furnished  the 
music.  We  had  a varied  programme  of  sports,  games,  &c.,  into  which  the  patients  entered 
with  delight  and  enthusiasm,  and  all  en  joyed  it  and  appreciated  the  treat  of  candies  and  bananas. 
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Other  eventful  occasions,  to  which  the  patients  look  forward  with  great  expectations,  are  the 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners.  None  but  those  engaged  in  the  care  of  the  insane  can 
fully  appreciate  the  pleasure  and  delight  these  diversions  and  amusements  afford  to  the 
mentally  afflicted. 

Religious  Services. 

Sunday. 

Religious  services  are  held  as  usual  every  morning  at  nine  o’clock.  The  ministers  of  the 
town  take  their  turn  in  rotation,  while  Rev.  Father  Murray  visits  the  Roman  Catholic  patiente 
individually  at  times.  Our  thanks  are  due  those  clergymen  for  their  gratuitous  services,  in 
looking  after  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  patients. 

Nurses. 

We  have  had  several  changes  in  the  nursing  staff  during  the  year.  This  is  much  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  frequent  changing  of  nurses  is  inimical  to  the  best  interests  of  the  patients, 
and  disturbs  to  a certain  extent  the  quiet  and  order  which  should  obtain  at  all  times  in  every 
well  regulated  institution.  The  “ care  of  the  insane  ” calls  for  the  exercise  of  self-control, 
habits  of  close  observation,  the  using  of  good  judgment,  and  the  tender  care  of  the  nurse  It 
requires  an  intimate  association  with  the  insane  and  a careful  study  of  manner  of  thought  and 
conduct  to  be  able  to  guide,  direct  and  control  them  successfully,  and  unless  a nurse  enters  on 
her  duties  with  a full  appreciation  of  her  responsibilities  and  a desire  to  succeed,  it  is  useless  to 
expect  the  best  results.  Until  “ nursing  the  insane  ” is  raised  to  the  dignity  of  a profession, 
and  remunerated  in  accordance  with  the  importance  of  the  work,  there  will  always  be  the 
difficulty  of  keeping  a full  and  efficient  staff  of  nurses. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  our  official  staff  during  the  year,  and  I desire  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  their  efforts  to  discharge  their  respective  duties  satisfactorily,  and  extend  to 
them  my  thanks  for  co-operation  in  all  work  pertaining  to  the  internal  administration  of  the 
institution. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  acknowledge  my  thanks  to  you.  Sir,  for  valuable  advice  and  assist- 
ance rendered  in  all  matters  referred  to  you,  in  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  institution.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ASYLUM 
FOR  IDIOTS,  ORILLIA,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
SEPTEMBER  30TH,  1903. 

To  James  Noxon,  Esq., 

Inspector  of  Asylums,  Toronto,  Ontario  : 

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
this  Asylum,  being  for  the  year  ending  September  30th. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  we  had  in  residence  346  males  and  316  females,  making  a total  of 
659  There  were  admitted  during  the  year  30  males  and  39  females,  five  of  whom  were  by 
Lieutenant-Governor’s  Warrant.  Four  males  and  3 females  were  discharged.  Twenty-four 
males  and  7 females  died,  leaving  in  residence  348  males  and  342  females.  Total,  690. 

The  only  thing  of  special  note  in  these  statistics  is  the  evening  up  of  the  sexes.  In 
former  years  the  males  exceeded  the  females  from  30  to  40.  Last  year  the  difference  being  33, 
whereas,  this  year  it  is  only  six.  We  were  enabled  to  admit  more  females  by  utilizing  two  large 
rooms,  which  were  intended  for  work  rooms  in  connection  with  our  training  department,  and 
furnishing  them  with  thirty  beds.  It  will  be  observed,  too,  that  the  death  rate  is  exceptionally 
low  for  the  year,  being  only  4.25  per  cent,  of  those  under  care. 

There  are  531  applications  on  file,  as  against  465  last  year,  being  an  increase  of  66  over  and 
above  the  admissions  for  the  year.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
applicants  could  be  located  now,  and  when  the  proposed,  additional  buildings  are  erected  here, 
and  at  Woodstock,  and  the  boys  are  removed  from  the  Reformatory  at  Penetanguishene,  our 
list  of  applications  will  become  very  small. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  cottages  for 
the  feeble-minded  women,  for  which  a small  appropriation  was  voted  by  the  Legislature  last 
session.  It  is  needless  to  repeac  what  has  been  stated  so  often  regarding  not  only  the  wisdom, 
but  the  necessity  of  caring  for  these  weak-minded  women,  who  are  constantly  adding  to  the 
ranks'  of  the  feeble-minded,  the  paupers,  and  the  criminals. 

The  Schools. 

The  school  work  has  not  been  resumed,  and  the  result  is  that  scores  of  our  younger 
inmates  are  suffering  from  want  of  intelligent  training.  This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  not 
only  for  the  sake  of  the  inmates,  but  because  it  places  us  behind  other  countries  in  this 
important  work.  Ontario  should  lead,  and  not  lag  behind  our  neighbours  in  bettering 
the  condition  of  the  feeble-minded.  In  the  States  public  institutions  are  maintained  by  direct 
taxation.  In  Ontorio  the  tax  gatherer  has  never  collected  one  cent  towards  the  support  of  our 
asylums  and  public  charities.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect,  therefore,  that  this  institution  should 
rank  with  the  best  in  the  world,  and  given  an  efficient  staff  of  instructors  it  would  do  so. 

I had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  meeting  of  our  Association  last  May,  and  heard  an 
address  by  Dr.  William  T.  Harris,  Commissioner  of  Education,  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
the  following  are  a few  sentences  from  that  excellent  address  : “ You  carry  the  flag  which  shows 
the  high  water  mark  of  education.  The  highest  reach  of  civilization  is  realized-  when  the 
benevolent  feeling  of  the  people  takes  hold  of  the  unfortunate,  unfortunate  by  nature,  or  by 
birth,  or  by  some  great  calamity  that  has  happened  to  them,  and  tries  to  find  out  what  can  be 
deone,  step  by  step,  to  train  up  those  children,  to  create  souls,  to  strengthen  their  will  power, 
and  to  improve  their  physique.  I remember  what  a great  lesson  it  was  to  me,  when  I visited 
the  institution  for  the  feeble-minded  in  Lincoln,  111.,  under  Dr.  Wilbur.  I learned  more  in  one 
evening  from  him  than  I had  ever  known  before  about  the  reason  for  the  perversity  often  seen 
in  the  elementary  schools.  I believe  the  greatest  good,  possible,  is  coming  to  the  country 
through  what  you  are  doing.” 

The  Public  Schools  in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Brltimore,  with  others  to  follow, 
11  A. 
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are  organizing  special  classes  for  backward  and  feeble-minded  children.  In  Germany,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  in  England,  they  have  such  classes.  Boston  has  been  the  first  to  move  on  this 
Continent,  as  it  was  the  first  in  training  idiots,  teaching  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the 
blind.  They  selected  their  teachers  from  the  institutions  of  the  feeble-minded,  and  the 
experiment  is  proving  a great  success. 

Out  of  the  50,000  school  children  in  New  York,  there  are  8,500  of  this  backward  class, 
and  it  is  difficult  for  the  examining  physicians  to  pronounce  them  simply  dull  or  feeble-minded. 
Many  of  them,  however,  should  be  in  institutions,  and  the  rest  should  have  special  rooms, 
under  experienced  teachers,  in  connection  with  the  Public  Schools. 

Improvements. 

The  most  important  improvement  has  been  in  the  matter  of  lighting  and  power.  Early 
in  the  year  the  installation  of  electric  lighting  was  completed,  and  the  buildings,  grounds, 
out-buildings  and  stables  are  now  well  lighted.  The  pumps,  laundry  machinery,  irons  in 
laundry,  seamstresses’  room,  and  the  tailor  shop  are  worked  by  electric  power.  There  is  not 
only  more  safety,  but  the  system  is  more  economical  than  the  steam  and  gas.  It  has  given  us 
excellent  satisfaction. 

The  old  gas  house  had  an  addition  made  to  it,  and  divided  into  two  very  comfortable 
dwellings,  which  will  be  occupied  by  two  of  our  employee".  This  work  has  been  done  under 
our  own  supervision,  and  is  of  a first-rate  character. 

An  addition  to  the  root  cellar  is  being  erected  by  contract.  When  completed,  which  it 
will  be  in  time  for  storing  our  roots,  it  will  afford  ample  accommodation. 

A very  handsome  boat  house  has  been  erected,  the  want  of  which  had  been  felt  for  a long 
time.  This  work  was  also  done  by  our  own  staff,  the  material  being  mostly  picked  np  on  the 
premises. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  beautifying  of  our  grounds,  and  it  may  be 
pardonable  to  say  they  are  not  excelled  in  the  Province.  They  are  kept  in  perfect  order. 

Wants. 

Once  more  attention  is  directed  to  the  advisability  of  providing  storage  for  our  coal  in 
connection  with  our  boiler  rooms.  The  present  sheds  are  ready  to  tumble  down,  and  unless 
something  is  done  soon  we  will  be  without  storage.  A generous  appropriation  should  be 
obtained  for  this  work. 

A smill  appropriation  should  also  be  asked  for  to  convert  the  former  cow  stable  into  a 
horse  stable.  A beginning  was  made  at  this  during  the  Summer,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds 
the  work  had  to  be  stopped. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  has  suggested 
that  the  Company  might  co-oparate  with  us  in  beautifying  the  grounds  by  improving  the  ap- 
pearance of  their  roadway  through  them.  The  railway  fences  are  the  only  unsightly  objects 
between  the  building  and  the  lake. 

A neat  shelter  should  be  erected  at  the  platform  for  the  comfort  of  passengers.  The  cost 
of  this  improvement  would  not  be  large,  and  no  doubt  the  railway  authorities  wouli  share  in  it. 

Evening  Assemblies 

We  continue  our  evening  assemblies  as  formerly,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  Miss  Hall,  the 
musician,  for  her  efficient,  and  at  times  difficult,  services  in  conducting  them.  Preparatory 
exercises  are  given  by  her  to  forty  or  fifty  of  the  younger  inmates  for  an  hour  every  morning,  * 
and  she  drills  an  older  class  of  boys  in  singing,  violin,  cornet,  etc.,  three  nights  in  the  week. 
In  addition  to  these,  she  takes  charge  of  the  Sunday  services. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  during  the  year.
